Filipinos Use the Lash 
On an American, 


The Yorktown Prisoners Receive 
Outrageous Treatment. 


Are Being Kicked and Have 
Their Hair Pulled Out, 


LAWTON FINDS A LETTER. 


It Begs Speedy Aid for 
the Tortured Men. 


The General Thinks it Well 
That They Still Live. 


Meantime the Peace Play is 
Being Played Out. 


WASHINGTON’S INTEREST DEEP. 


Regret Felt in Official Circles at the 
Hitch Between Military and 
Civil C issioners—Gen,. Otis’s 
Views Upheld. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

MANILA, May 23.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The first information about 
the shocking manner in which the 
men from the Yorktown have been 
treated by their Filipino captors 
has been obtained. It is furnished 
iu an ipterview with Gen. Lawton, 
ewwho fJund: Wmelanchely evidences 
when he captured San Isidro that 
the American prisoners had been 
cruelly abused and subjected to out- 
rageous indignities at the hands of 
Aguinaldo’s barbarian soldiers. 

Gen. Lawton, after thirty days of 
successful campaigning, is resting 
with 6000 men at Candaba. He 
said to the Journal’s correspondent, 
in describing his victorious march 
of a month’s duration: 

“It pained me when we got into 
San Isidro to see on the walls of 
the prison the names of the fifteen 
Americans from the Yorktown, From 
Col. Ray, the Spanish officer whom 
we rescued, I learned that one of 
the American prisoners escaped 
from his captors. His freedom was 
short-lived, for he was afterward 
recaptured. He was stretched on 
the ground before his fellow-pris- 
oners and twenty lashes were given 
to him. 

“We found a letter near San Isi- 
dro, written by one of the York- 
town’s crew, saying that they were 
being kicked; that their hair was 
being pulled out, and that they were 
cruelly treated in various other 
ways and praying for their fellow- 
countrymen to hurry to their re- 
lease. 

“The insurgents make a practice 
of murdering Chinamen who fall 
into their hands, and our men, I 
suppose, should consider themselves 
fortunate that they have not been 
similarly treated, though the cruel. 
ties and indignities heaped upon 
them must be hard to bear. 

“I would have advanced to Tarlac, 
bat was informed that I was north 
of the insurgent’s main forces. 
Hence I asked for Kobbe’s brigade. 
I can advance and reach Tarlac in 
six days, unless the present nego- 
tiations between the Filipinos and 
our commission accomplishes peace, 
The whole country is nothing buat 
intrenchments, 

“I have had @uring the last month 
twenty-two engagements. Six of my 
men thave been killed in the fleld; 
two have died from wounds, and 
thirty-five have been wounded, 
while the losses of the insurgents 
were over four hundred _ killed, 
while we have taken one thousand 
prisoners. 

“I released eleven Spanish pris- 
oners, established civil government 
in San Miguel, Baliuag and San Isi- 
dro, and safely conducted five hun- 
dred and: forty Chinese refugees, 
who were in fear of their lives. 
the section traversed I have de- 
atroyed two hundrd thousand bush. 
els of rice, one hundred and wsixty- 
five tons of sugar and ten thousand 
bushels of corn. This is my record 
for one month. 

“The supplies I destroyed would 
feed an army of thirty thousand men 
six months. I gave each of my pris- 
oners a square meal and then turned 


them loose after destroying their 


arms. There are whole companies of 
Bolo men at Tarlac, with no other 
weapons except the primitive ones they 
carry. It is my opinion that, once the 
insurrection is over, little trouble will 
be experienced with the natives, who 
have been falsely impressed with their 
own power by their leaders. The na- 
tive priests have given much assist- 
ance to me. 


“The country is grandly beautiful 


and fertile. Few white men have ever 


penetrated into the mountains on ac- 
count of the prevailing fear of the Igo- 
rotes, who inhabit the highlands, and 
whose fierceness has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. The mountaineers are 
really harmless. 

“In the provinces of Bulucan and 
Neuvae Cija, my men stood well the 
long stretches they were forced to 


‘make. They are in a healthy condi- 


tion. I must mention my brave scouts, 
twenty-five in number. I deeply de- 
plore the loss of Chiefs Young and Har- 
rington, two as brave and fearless men 


| as I ever met. The work done by the 


scouts has been equal to that of any 
regiment in the Philippines. 

“In all the towns through which I 
passed I established town councils 
made up of natives. In San Miguel the 
council elected a mayor, and I re- 
mained there long enough to see the 
municipal government in active opera- 
tion. It proved satisfactory. . 

“Ten of the twenty-two engagements 
fought by us were very severe. My 
small loss was due to the fact that I 
flanked the enemy each time, and came 
in on his trenches in the rear.” 


TERMS ARE DISCUSSED. 


FILIPINOS PLEASED WITH PEACE 
PLAN, BUT CANNOT INDORSE IT. 


Maj.-Gen. Otis Remains Firm and 
Makes No Offer Except That Arms 
Be Laid Down—Wealthy Native 
Congressman Surrenders to the 
Americans. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
MANILA, May 23, 6:15 p.m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] The Filipino commis- 
sioners spent the day at the residence 
of the American commissioners. They 
discussed every point of the scheme of 
government and the peace proclama- 
tion details, asking for*information as 
to what personal rights ‘would be guar- 
anteed them. 
Col. Charlies Denby of the Ameri 
commission explained that they would 
be the same as under the United 
States Constitution. The Filipinos also 
desired information as to the school 
system to be established, and approved 
of the American policy of separation 
of church and state. They chiefly ob- 
jected to the scheme on the ground that 
it gave them personal liberty, which 
they know they would have, but did 
not give them political liberty. Finally 
the Filipinos said they were personally 
pleased with the plan, but could not 
indorse it officially. 
During the day the Filipino commis- 
sioners called upon Gen. Otis, and they 
will repeat their call tomorrow. There 


is much comment here on the outing | 


the Filipino envoys are enjoying. They 
are arrayed in blue coats, scarlet 
trousers and gold lace, and drive about 
the city, reveling in the attentions be- 
stowed on them, which is evidently 
exceedingly gratifying to them. They 
are the centers of continual levees at 
Filipino houses, where they have been 
entertained, and have had every op- 
portunity to advance the interests of 
the insurrection. Military sentiment 
disapproves of the Filipinos being 
lionized by their civilian element. 

Gen. Otis, from ante-bellum expert- 
ence and owing to the Filipinos’ fond- 
ness of discussion, has maintained the 
attitude he assumed with the first com- 
mission. He has had. no offer to make 
the Filipinos, save that they lay down 
their arms without terms. The army be- 
lieves that if this country intends to 
retain control of the Philippine Islands, 
it will be cheaper in the 


they would be glad of the opportunity 
to surrender, rather than parley with 
them and make terms which they 
would construe as a compromise. 

The army is also of the opinion that 
while the first course may cost more 
men and more money, in the beginning, 
than the latter, it will prove an effec- 
tual damper upon future insurrections, 
whereas, if the war is ended by a com- 
promise, the professional revolutionists 
among the Tagals may be encouraged 

Prof. -Schurman, speaking of the 
commission's policy, said: “I belfeve 
force was necessary because they 
thought us weaklings and cowards; 
but I believe also that conciliation 
should accompany force. My endeavor, 
since I came here, has been to exercise 
conciliation.” 

The professor is most optimistic as to 
the results of the negotiations, and be- 
lieves the scheme of government pro- 
posed by the United States Commission 
will ultimately be adopted.

Pacific Coast Jobbers are 
Alarmed. 


Transcontinental Freight Rates 
Threaten California, 


But the Middle West Objects to 
a Change. 


Ardent Contest is Waged Between 
the Conflicting Interests in Con- 
ference at St. Paul—Delegates 
from Many Cities Present. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) May 23.—Repre- 
sentatives of the jobbing interests of 
the Pacific Coast and the important 
commercial centers of the Middle West 
met in a conference in the Ryan Hotel 
today, the result of which will greatly 
affect the transcontinental shipping 
business. The subject of discussion 
was the recent transcontinental freight 
tariff put into effect by the two north- 
ern roads, May 1, which, the western 
men claim, will ultimately cause them 
severe loss. 

Jobbers of the Middle West, on the 
contrary, hold that they cannot afford 
to see the tariff changed, and the op- 
posing factions are arguing the matter 
before representatives of the western 
roads. Two sessions were held today, 
an adjournment without a decision be- 
ing taken at 5 o’clock. A third session 
will convene tomorrow morning. 

The Coast jobbers represent that if 
the present tariffs arewcontinued it 
will ultimately result in curtailing their 
trade. They desire a greater difference 
between car and less than carigad 
rates, and the prohibition of “mixed 
carlioad” shipments. They maintain 
that unless a gregter difference is made 
in car and less than carload rates, they 
are certain ‘to lose trade in their im- 
mediate territory, to which they hold 
they are justly entitled. 

The contest, though entirely friendly 
between the representatives of the two 
interests, is nevertheless close, and is 
being waged in earnest. Strong dele- 
gations were on hand from San Fran- 
cisco, Tacoma, Seattle and other coast 
Points to urge a change of tariff, 
while St. Louis, Chicago, St. Paul and 
Duluth were equally well represented 
by delegations ardent in securing the 
maintenance of present freight rates. 

About eighty jobbers in all were rep- 
resented, and were met in St. Paul by 
J. M. Hannaford, vice-president of the 
Northern Pacific; Francis B. Clarke, 
traffic manager of the Great Northern; 
Freight Agent Somers of the Great 
Northern, and other prominent officials. 

The presentation of the case was fol- 
lowed by a general discussion. In the 
afternoon the representatives of the 
wholesale and jobbing interests of the 
Middle West contended that western 
jobbers did not take advantage of their 
position, which they had advanced as 
their main argument, and that evi- 
dence of this was found in the fact 
that they received only about 25 per 
cent. of the articles on which the less

They advanced the argument that ° 
present rates on less than carloads are 
from 50 cents to $3 per hundred pounds 
in advance of the carload rates, and 
that this difference is,-or ought to be, 
sufficient for their complete protection.

thin. This is Mendez’s fourteenth 
duel. He is not a good fencer, but 
walks toward his adversary, waving 


his sword like a fan. The encounter 
was stopped four times under the be- 
lief that Mendez was wounded, and 
the fifth time when it was stopped it 
found him with an ugly wound in the 
abdomen. Vanar obviously tried to 
wound Mendez in the hand or fore- 
arm, but the latter was. determined -to 
advance, and the result was that he 
sustained a serious wound. 

Vanar expressed regret at the out- 
come of the encounter, but Mendez 
shook hands with his adversary and 
treated the affair lightly, though it was 
evident he was suffering great pain. 

Mme. Mendez came to the scene with- 
out her husband’s knowledge and 
awaited the end of the duel in a car- 
riage near by. There was an affecting 
scene between the husband and wife 
when the fighting was finished.

which he divided among the private 
soldiers with him. The specifications 
under the second charge describe him 
as then appearing intoxicated among 
the men and offering them liquor, etc. 
Just how he was acquitted does not 
appear, but he was found not guilty, 
and that is the end of the affair. so far 
as the authorities are concerned.

FASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Beginning 
with an imposing parade of military 
and other uniformed organizations, and 
closing with a display of fireworks at 
night, the national capital today in- 
augurated a three days’ peace jubilee. 
The main thoroughfares of the city 
and ‘all the public buildings are deco- 
rated with bunting, and the attractive 
programme of parades and festivities 
has drawn a large number of visitors. 
With the exception of a shower, which 
was not of sufficient duration to mar 
the occasion, the weather was ideal. 

The day opened with the boom of big 
guns from the Dolphin, which, ane 
chored off the navy yard fred the na- 
tional salute at sunrise, and church 
chimes and hundreds of steam whistles 
joined in the noisy chorus. At noom 
the departments closed and poured 
their thousands out to join the crowds 
on the streets, and at the same hour 
a salute of forty-five guns was fired. 

The President has issued an order 
closing all the executive departments 
of the government and the printing ef- 
fice tomorrow. 

THE PARADE. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Washing- 
ton’s peace jubilee was inaugurated at 
sunrise today by a national salute of 
thirteen guns from the Dolphin, an- 
chored off the navy yard, and by the 
chime of bells and sound of steam 
whistles all over the city. The day 
had been declared a half-holiday in 
the departments, and the employés of 
nearly all the bureaus were released at 
noon, the hour being marked by a sga- 
lute of forty-five guns. 

The first day's festivities were 
marked by a parade, comprising all 
the regular army and naval organiza- 
tions stationed in and around Wash- 
ington, together with the District of 
Columbia Volunteers, the Delaware 
National Guard, the Chinese naval re- 
serve of Philadelphia, the veterans of 
the Grand Army, and the Fourth and 
Ninth Volunteer Regiments (immunes.) 

The day, which opened bright and 
promising, became heavily overcast at 
noon» and the guns had _ “scarcely 
finished the national salute before 
there was a downpour of rain that 
plastered the bunting decorations flat 
across the house fronts, and the crowd, 
which had just begun to gather on the 
streets, hurriedly sought shelter. 

The storm, however, was of brief du- 
ration. The sun came out and shone 
brilliantly throughout the afternoon, 
Over 5000 men were in the parade. The 
route was that followed by the inaugu- 


ration parades, down Pennsylvania 
avenue, around the Treasury, and in 
front of the White House grounds, 


where a large reviewing stand, grace- 
fully decorated with bunting, had been 
erected. The three squares. extending 
from the State, War and Navy to the 
Treasury building, had been trans-— 
formed tnto a court of honor. On each 
side classic columns were rearéd, and 
two broad arches, spanned by fese- 
tooned flags and bunting, marked the 
entrance and exit to the court. 

The public benches along the avenue 
at this point were black with people, 
and. the surrounding parks were 
thronged. The President, members of 
his Cabinet and their wives, Ambas- 
sadors and foreign ministers with their 
attachés, Gen. Miles and staff and 
many prominent people in public and 
private life occupied the reviewing 
stand. 

The enthusiasm was great as the pa- 
rade passed through the court of honor. 
Cheers and applause greeted favorite 
organizations. The President and Sec- 
retaries Hay and Gage, who stood on @ 
small platform jutting out from the 
stand, were. repeatedly and tumultu- 
ously applauded as they uncovered 
each time the American colors trooped 
by. 

Gen. Wheeler was accorded the lange 
est demonstration. In full uniform he 
rode in a carriage. He was every- 
where cheered. As he reached the ree 
viewing stand, he arose and saluted the 
President. The people went wild. 

Another interesting and significant 
incident was the cheering of Sousa’e 
new march, “Hands Across the Sea.” 
One of the bands struck up this stirring 
air as the reviewing stand was reached, 
The applause which greeted it was 
started by the diplomats; spread 
through the stand, and broke into a 


roar of cheers along the whole length 
of the court of honor. The parade was

Cable.] A leading Cornish diver, who 
returned here tonight from the steamer 
Paris, takes a very pessimistic view of 
the prospects of saving the liner.

“I do no tanticipate that the Paris 
will be refloated. She is pierced by 
rocks amidships, her foreholds are 
badly damaged, the bulkheads are 
practically useless, and even if she 
were got off the rocks, I believe she 
would sink. 

“In my opinion the only remedy is 
a false bottom, which iH would take a 
month to complete, and I believe that 
even moderately enough weather in the 
meantime would break up the ship.” 

Everything is in readiness for to- 
morrow’s effort to float the vessel, if 
the weather continues favorable.

THE PASSENGERS’ MOVEMENTS.

FALMOUTH, May 23.—The most of 
the passengers of the American line 
steamer Paris, which ran on the rocks 
off Lowland Point, near Coverack, 
Cornwall, early Sunday morning, while 
on her way to New York from South- 
ampton, left here on two special trains 
this morning. Some of them will go 
on board the North German Lioyd 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
which is scheduled to touch at South- 
ampton today, but the majority of 
them will take passage on board the 
American line steamer St. Paul, which 
is to sail for New York from South- 
ampton Saturday next. 

The travelers were intensely grateful 
to the Cornish folk for the uninter- 
ested hospitality of the latter, and as 
the trains moved out of the station, the 
passengers lustily cheered those who 
had assembled on the platform to wish 
them godspeed. 

The weather was favorable to the 
stranded ship. A light wind is blow- 
ing, and thereisno serious amount of 
wash. Soundings which have been 
taken show the ship to be resting 
more favorably, owing to the fact that 
she has been considerably lightened. 
She is not straining at all, and there is 
a percepitible movement of the ship, 
showing a clear passage, free from 
rocks. Should the steamer show signs 
of sinking when taken in tow, it is pro- 
posed to run her on a flat sandy bar 
adjoining the place where she struck. 
Powerful tugs belonging to the Liver- 
pool Salvage Association are expected 
to arrive at the scene of the wreck this 
evening, and the divers believe the ad- 
ditional pumps will clear the first four 
holds. The fifth is so badly pierced 
that no amount of pumping will clear 
it. The remaining six holds are secure. 

The officers of the Paris still refuse 
to furnish any explanation of her get- 
ting out of her course. An official of 
the Board of Trade came here for the 
purpose of obtaining information, but 
the officers refused to answer any 
questions, on the ground that the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade has no jurisdiction, 
and the inquiry into the disaster must 
take place in the United States, as the 
Paris is under the American flag.

DEWEY AT HONGKONG. 


ADMIRAL IS SALUTED BY SHIPS OF 
ALL NATIONS, 


Guard of Honor Receives the Hero 
When He Visits the Governor, 
and the Call is Retarned—Olym- 
pia Will Remain in Dock Ten 
Days—The Admiral’s Health Bad,

HONGKONG, May 23.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] The United States cruiser 
Olympia, with Admiral Dewey on 
board, has arrived here from Manila. 
She was saluted by the ships of all 
nationalities. 

Admiral Dewey, Capt. Lamberton, 
Lieut. Brumby and United States Con- 
sul Wildman were received by a guard 
of honor of the Royal Welsh Fusileers 
when they landed to visit the Gov- 
ernor of Hongkong, Sir Henry A. 
Blake. Maj.-Gen. Gascoigne was in 
command of the troops and Commo- 
dore Powell commanded the naval 
forces. The visit was afterward re- 
turned by the officials mentioned. Ad- 
miral Dewey is in bad health, being 
too ill to attend the Queen’s birthday 
dinner. The Olympia is going to dock 
here and will remain ten days at this 
port. 

ADMIRAL WORN OUT. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, May 23.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal’s Hongkong 
cablegram says Admiral Dewey arrived 
at this, his first stop on his homeward 
voyage, at 8 o’clock this morning: He 
Was received with extraordinary honors 
by the authorities, but, as far as pos- 
sible, he declined all invitations on the 
plea of ill health. 

Great crowds gathered to catch a 
glimpse of the American admiral when 
he came ashore, and wherever he 
showed himself he was wildly cheered. 
No American city could have done 
more to show honor to the naval hero 
than that done ‘on the part of the 
British empire. 

Admiral Dewey said: “The courtesy 
of these visitors I warmly appreciate, 
but I am too much worn out and sick 
to receive them. I am not sorry to 
leave Manila at this time. It is re- 
sponsibility that kills. A year is long 
enough in this climate for an old man, 
and I am giad to be permitted to rest. 
On this account I expect to remain 
in Hongkong two weeks. My intention 
is to spend some time at Victoria Peak, 
where I hope to be absolutely free from 
worry. I have the greatest confidence 
in the future of the Philippines. I 
hope to see the Americans in posses- 
sion of the key to the oriental com- 
merce and civilization. We must never 
sell them. The insurrection is broken. 
The Olympia will go home slowly.”

AMERICAN TERRITORY. 


Seizure of the Island of Pelawan 
Disavowed by the Foreign Office 
on the Ground That It Belongs 
to This Country by Conquest, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Particulars have just been re- 
ceived in London regarding the inci- 
dent of the British flag over Port Roy- 
alist, Island of Pelawan, by Capt. Pfort 
of the British steamer Labaun. He re- 
ports that he visited the island Febru- 
ary 1 and found the people in a state 
of consternation. The Spaniards, it ap- 


pears, had left there three months 
previously, saying the - Americans 
would take  over’the government in 


three days. The Spaniards, it is added, 
turned the native soldiers adrift and 
liberated the convicts. 

The head man, it is further asserted, 
asked Capt. Pfort to secure protection 
from the Governor of Sandakan, and 
the captain gave them a British mer- 
chant ensign, with instructions for the 
people to say, if they were molested, 
that they were under British protec- 
tion, also handing the leading man a 
letter in this sense, and claiming a 
British protectorate over Pelawan. 

On reporting thé matter to Sir 
Charles Mitchell, Governor of the 
Straits Settlement, the latter communi- 
cated with the British Foreign Office, 
which cabled orders to Singapore to 
haul down the British flag. 

The British third-class cruiser Arch- 
er was dispatched to haul down the 
flag, the officials say, saying that Pela- 
wan and the adjacent islands, being 
portions of the Philippine group, be- 
came by virtue of conquest, American 
territory.

CHICAGO, May 23.—The the banquet 
of the Congregational Club, last night 
at the Palmer House, representatives 
of the colored race assimilated with 
their white brothers, the problem of 
the negro in the South.

He 
said the colored man should not be 
asked: “What are my rights?” nor 
should we let him, but, “What do I 
owe to society?”

UNCLE IS STUBBORN. 


REFUSES VENTILATOR CARS FOR 
FRUIT-GROWERS. 


Convention of Determined Men De- 
cides to Boycott the Refrigerator 
Combine, and Patronize an 
Independent Concern. 


Organization Formed and Members 
Contribute Huandreds of Dollars 
Toward Overthrow of Armour- 
Earl-Porter Triumvirate. 


Merder at Bakersfield—Fight on a 
. Vessel—Fair-will Case—Ap- 
peals Set Aside. 


‘ [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


GACRAMENTO, May 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The fruit-growers of Cali- 
fornia assembled today in convention 
and resolved’ with one voice to throw 
off the yoke of the refrigerator com- 
bine. After this declaration of intention 
they proceeded with calm determina- 
tion to carry out their purpose. Be- 
fore the convention adjourned tonight 
the nucleus of an organization which 
promises to deal a death blow to the 
car and shipping monopoly, had been 
formed, and the big throng of growers 
retired from the convention hall with 
a prospect and assurance of soon hav- 
ing an independent refrigerator line to 
haul their green fruit shipments to 
eastern markets. 

The assemblage which met in the 
State capital this morning was the 
most notable and important gathering 
of deciduous fruit-growers ever held 
in California. The attendance was fully 
up to the expectations of the most san- 
guine among the growers. The Senate 
chamber where the convention was 
held was none too large for the purpose 
of the gatherng. Thé crowd filled all the 
chairs on the floor of the. big audito- 
wum and overflowed into the lobby. In 
the big gathering of earnest deter- 
méined men was a fair sprinkling of 
women who own fruit ranches, and who 
have felt the unrelenting greed of Ar- 
rmour, Earl and Porter, and whose 
sympathies, therefore, are bound up 
in the movement to defeat the plot- 
ting of the triumvirate. 

The result of its all is that the fruit- 
growers are in a fair way to utterly 
defeat the plans and prospects of the 
refrigerator-car combine, and to ef- 
fectually demolish the monopoly which 
has been nurtured by the refrigerator- 
car barons. The prospect for the fruit- 
growers of California is more rosy than 
it has been in many years. The many 
scores of growers in Sacramento to- 
night are filled with hope. They have 
started an organization, which, when 
perfected, will yield power and influ- 
ence by the side of which the power 
of the refrigerator-car dictators will 
fade into insignificance. 

The committee appointed to draft 
plans for organization, declared that 
the refrigerator-car combine, can be 
broken by the fruit-growers of Cali- 
fornia by withdrawing their business 
from tavo lines that are now operating 
in this State, and by patronizing an in- 
dependent refrigerator line. If suffi- 
clent business can be guaranteed by 
the growers, an independent refrigera- 
tor line, with the equipment of 1000 
cars. of light weight and fifteen tons 
capacity, can be placed in service in 
time to move the present deciduous 


cali on the report of the commit- 
tee, the growrers proceeded to start 
their organization. A pledge was 
drawn up, binding those who signed it 
to give their support to the proposed 
organization. For the purpose of de- 
fraying the expense of the organiza- 
tion, each persor’ who signed subscribed 
$25 or less to a fund, and the aggregate 
subscriptions of scores of growers, 
who attached their names to the list, 
will provide expenses for the work of 
perfecting a plan of organization. 
Nearly every grower present insisted 
on paying the amount of his subscrip- 
tion then and there, and W. E. Lov- 
dal, the custodian of the fund, soon 
had hundreds of dollars in glittering 
ld on his desk. 
“_ the evening session E. I. Galvin 
of Sacramento, W. R. Fountain of New- 
cestle, F. A. Chadbourne of Suisun, ?. 
B. Lowdale of Stockton and Fred C, 
Miles of Penryn were appointed a com- 
mittee to obtain the pledges of grow- 
ers to join the organizution and also 
to obtain cash for the purpose of pay- 
ing expenses. The committee is em- 
powered to prepare a constitution and 
bylaws and to call a meeting of the 


members to adopt these, and elect aj 


president and board of directors. The 
committee, as finally selected, is com- 
posed of.a body of men all of whom are 
workers, and the opinion prevails gen- 
erally that there will be a speedy ac- 
complishment of the purpose for which 
the convention was called. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, May 23.—The fruit- 
growers’ convention opened in the Sen- 
ate chamber here this morning, with 
the reading of answers to’ certains 
questions propounded to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad as to what it would 
do for the growers in the way of ven- 
tilator and refrigerator car service. 

The railroad replied that it had once 
built ventilator cars at the request of 
the growers; that these cars were not 
patronized, and the company had con- 
verted them into box cars at a great 
expense to itself. It now had none of 
these on hand. en refrigerator 
cars came into California there were a 
number of independent lines, most of 
which had gone out of business, from 
one cause and another, until there now 
remained only two—the California Fruit 
Express and the Continental Fruit 
Transportation Company. The com- 
pany could not encourage the coming- 
in of other lines, as it feared this 


would tend to demoralize business. The. 


action of the growers in stirring up the 
matter at this time, when, it was said, 
the prospects for a big fruit season 
were bright, was deprecated. 

Tihe effect of the railroad’s communi- 
cation was somewhat dampening upon 
the ardor of the convention, but the 
leading men among the growers de- 
clare it will not stand in the way of 
organization A committee of five was 
appomiten to which will be referred 

1 plans relative to organization of co- 
operation, with instructions to report 
back before final adjournment, which 
is expected to take place tonight. The 
convention took a recess to 2 p.m. 

This afternoon the Committee on 
Organization reported in favor of the 
formation of a fruit-growers’ associa- 
tion upon the same lines as the South- 
ern California association. It is be- 
lieved the report will be adopted. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
SACRAMENTO, May 23.—In the 


fruit-growers’ convention in the after- 


noon, H. L. Gibbs of Stockton made 


a scathing arraignment of the -Earl 
Fruit Company, for whom he had been 
agent, charging them with dishonesty 
to the shippers. 

E. K. Benchley said there was only 
one thing to break the combination— 
they must organize. He favored local 
organizations with a central organiza- 
tion. J. N. Barton of Placer also fav- 
ored organization as the only salvation 
of the growers. BH. I. Galvin of Sacra- 
mento spoke of the necessity for hon- 
est packing of growers, and said that 
it would make and hold markets. 

A. B. Sprague of the Citrus Fruit 
Exchange of Los Angeles advised im- 
mediate organization, and told what it 
had done for the south. He favored a 
strong central organization with local 

s. Gerald Geraldson read a paper 
Sivecatine a fruit trust, of’ Which all 
the growers should be members. 

The committee appointed in the 
morning, reported in favor of imme- 
diate organization. The matter was 
discussed at some length, R. D. Steph- 
ens saying that he believed he could 
do his own business better than to pay 
another man a big salary to tell him 
‘what to do. The difference between 
deciduous and other fruits, he said, 
was that the aattoe requires no icing 

ad the express is less. 
commnlaston men have built up 
their own interests out of those of the 
growers, and have control of the goods 
and ship them where they wish. The 
growers must take affairs into their 
own hands, or they will soon have no 
remedy. The only salvation is organi- 
zation, and it can be done at a small 
comparative outlay.” 

The report of the committee was 
adopted, and a pledge was circulated 
and signed by most of the growers. In 
the evening the convention met again 
to perfect an organization. 

A committee consisting of five mem- 
bers was appointed to select an.execu- 
tive committee to consist of five mem- 
bers, subject to the approval of the 
convention. It reported the names of 
Alexander Gordon of Fresno, T. B. 
Lovdal, Sacramento; W. B. Fountain, 
New Castle: F. A. Chadbourne, Sui- 
sun: H. L. Gibbs, Stockton, and R. D. 
Stephens, ex-officio, Sacramento. 

Mr. Gordon, owing to private mat- 
ters, was unable to serve; and his 
withdrawal, which was accepted, gave 
cause for remodeling the committee. 
The subcommittee again retired, and 
later reported the names of A. D. Cutts 
of Live Oak, and Fred C. Miles of 
Penryn, to be substituted for Alexan- 
der Gordon and H. L. Gibbs, respec- 
tively. Mr. Cutts declined to serve, on 
account of ill-health and press of busi- 
ness, and E. I. Galvin of Sacramento 
was substituted in his stead. As so re- 
modeled, the report of the committee 
was adopted, and at 10:40 o’clock the 
convention adjourned sine die. 

After the convention adjourned the 
Executive Committee met and organ- 
ized by electing Russ D. Stephens of 
Sacramento, chairman, and Fred C. 
Miles of Penryn, Placer county, secre- 
tary. The committee will meet in ex- 
ecutive session tomorrow morning for 
the purpose of agreeing upon a line of 
future action. 


AUSTRALIA IN PORT. 


Fatal Fight on Board the Vessel at 
Honolulu. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO May  23.—The 
steamer Australia arrived from Hono- 
lulu today and brought word that the 
United States transport Solace arrived 
at Honolulu May ® from Manila via 
Hongkong. The Australia has on board 
a large number of soldiers and sailors 
whose time of service has expired and 
many invalided and tncapacitated men. 
Among her passengers are Gen.’ King 
and Majs. Purdy and Nickerson. 

Attorney A. S. Humphreys has filed 
information in the Supreme Court of 
Hawaii charging Atty.-Gen. Cooper 
with misconduct in office. The charges 
are lengthy and specific and Atty.-Gen. 
Cooper has been cited to appear before 
the Supreme Court in June. 

Serious trouble occurred on the Aus- 
tralia just as she was leaving the har- 
bor at Honolulu. Trouble had been 
brewing between the two men em- 
ployed in the galley, named Wade (col- 
ored) and Hall. Wade had threatened 
to kill Hall, and commenced a hunt 
for him shortly after leaving the do¢k. 
Another employé, named Gillespie, saw 
Wade with his pistol in hand and tried 
to take the weapon from the negru. 
In the struggle Wade shot Gillespie 
twice, once in the leg and once in the 
abdomen. 

Among the people attracted to the 
spot was the captain of the Hono- 
lulu police, Evans, who was waiting 
for the pilot to take him off. the 
steamer. Evans demanded Wade’s gun, 
but the negro refused to give it up and 
threatened to shoot any one who tried 
to take it from him. Capt. Evans got 
a rifle from one of the staterooms and 
ordered Wade to throw up his hands. 
Instead of obeying Wade aimed at 
Evans, but Evans was too quick for 
him, and dropped the negro with a bul- 
let in his head. Both the wounded men 
were taken back to Honolulu on the 
pilot boat. It is believed that Gillespie 
will die, but how serious the wounds 
negro were could not be deter- 
mined. 


OCOA TOOK REVENGE. 


Murders the Woman Who Would No 
Longer Support Him. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BAKERSFIELD, May 23.—Francisco 
Ocoa last night murdered Maria Per- 
rera and seriously injured “Hooknose”’ 
Smith by shooting him in the neck. 

The Perrera woman and Ocoa had 
been living as man and wife until a 
sHort time ago, she supporting him. She 
left him, and he became desperate. He 
entered her house by a back door, last 
night, and passing Smith, shot him 
down. He entered the room of the 
woman, a mask covering his face. The 
murdered woman and another woman 
heard him coming, and tried to hide, 
but he discovered their presence, and 
killed the Perrera woman. 

Ocoa escaped, and the police are 
searching this vicinity for him. The 
police in other localities have been in- 
formed of the murder, and it is believed 


-that he will be apprehended. 


SHIPS GIRLS IN BOXES. 


Cariboo Chinaman Gives a Stage- 
driver a Strange Load. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) May 23.—[Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] Hip Yen, a China- 
man living in Quesnelle, Cariboo, re- 
cently had two girls working for him 
in his store, who arrived from the 
Orient some three months ago. They 
were 14 and 16 years of age, respec- 
tively. Last week an expressman took 
on the stage from Hip Yen’s place two 
large dry goods boxes labeled Yuen Lee, 
Soda Creek. During the  sixty-mile 
drive the passengers several times 
thought they heard mysterious noises 
from the rear of the coach, and finally 
asked the driver to investigate. 

The noises were traced to the dry 
goods boxes. There were heard dis- 
tinct snores. The lids were pried off 
each, and inside were the Chinese girls, 
heavily “doped” and slumbering peace- 
fully. The girls were taken to their 
destination, still in the boxes, and an 
investigation was set on foot, when it 
was discovered that Hip Yen had sold 
the girls to Yuen Lee for $500 as slaves. 

An attempt will be made to have both 


Chinamen punished and have the girls 


“dressed the workers 


sent to the home for Chinese girls’ in 
Victoria.” 


WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Favorable Report from Department 
of Agriculture. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 23. — The 
Department of Agriculture has issued 
the following summary of the weather 
and crop conditions existing in Cali- 
fornia during the week just ended: 

“The temperature has been consider- 
ably below the normal for the week and 
the cool days, with foggy nights, in 
some sections, have been very beneficial 
to all crops. Wheat has been especially 
benefited, and is maturing rapidly. 
Except in the southern portion of the 
State, the yield of wheat will probably 
equal, if not exceed, the average. 

“Haying is still in progress, with a 
heavy yield and of excellent quality in 
most sections. Deciduous fruits are 
rapidly ripening, ‘and are being shipped 
in considerable quantities. The outlook 
for walnuts is fair. Grapes are making 
favorable growth, and an average yield 
is probable. 

“Citrus-fruit prospects continue good. 
Except light showers in Humboldt 
county, mo rain is reported during the 
week. The effect of the light showers 
Monday will be noticed next week.”

Among the properties to be sold are the 
famous Sutro Heights, the Sutro baths 
and the Cliff House, three of the prin- 
cipal resorts of this city.

GOLD STANDARD. 


ITS ADOPTION PROPOSED BY EN- 
ACTMENT OF LAW, 


Republican Caucus Committee, Ap- 
pointed to Form a Legislative 
Programme, Reports in Favor of 
Reissuing Greenbacks Only in 
Exchange for Yellow Metal. 


[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May 23.--A special to 
the Herald from Washington says ad- 
vocates of currency reform are some- 
what disappointed with the results of 
the Républican 
Caucus Committee, appointed to for- 
mulate a legislative programme. It had 
been hoped the members of this com- 
mittee would agree upon a eompre- 
hensive scheme of currency and bank 
reform that would command the sup- 
port of a majority in each house of 
Congress. 

This committee was, however, con- 
fronted by the fact that whatever bill 
is carried through Congress must be 
put forward as a Republican party 
measure and must have the support of 
practically the entire Republican mem- 
bership in the House, where the ma- 
jority is very small. 

There were disagreements among the 
members of the committee, and even 
those who were prepared to indorse 
the principal of the Indianapolis 
scheme were unable to get together as 
to details. The very moderate scheme 
agreed upon by the committeemen re- 
ports not only their judgment as to 
what they will be able to get through 
the house, but what they were able to 
agree upon themselves. . 

The programme, however, is gener- 
ally looked upon as a step in the right 
direction. It proposes to adopt definitely 
the gold standard by enacti into pos- 
itive law what is now largely a mat- 
ter of construction and precedent, and 
making all the obligations of the coun- 
try payable in gold on demand. The 
proposition to reissue greenbacks only 
in exchange for gold will, if enacted, 
destroy the ‘‘endless chain’’ and pre- 
vent the same greenbacks being used 
time after time to withdraw gold from 
the treasury. 

“Only two proposals are made to in- 
crease the volume of national bank cir- 
culation. It is proposed to permit the 
banks to issue notes up to the par 
value of their bonds and to permit the 
establishment of banks of $25,000 capita! 
in small towns. It is expected that the 
effect of this will lead to a considerable 
increase in national bank circulation, 
as it will tend to increase the profits on 
note issues. 

The proposed authorization of banks 
of small capital in small towgs is to 
meet the complaint of communities in 
the South and West, that they are com- 
pelled to do their banking in the large 
cities and that the profits on this bus- 
iness are withdrawn from their neigh- 
borhoods. 

There is no possibility of any ideal 
financial legislation being enacted by 
the Fifty-sixth Congress, and it is not 
improbable that even the moderate 
measure prenosed by the caucus com- 
mittee will fail. 


MUST SELL THE TOWN. 


MODEL CITY OF PULLMAN TO BE 
DISPOSED OF. 


Cook County Circuit Court Gives 
the Palace Car Company Five 
Years in Which to Dispose of 
Its Holdings in the Chicago 
Suburb. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, May 23.—The final decree 
in the quo warranto proceedings 
against Pullman's Palace. Car Com- 
pany has been entered in the: Circuit 
Court by Judge Baker. By its terms 
the company has five years in which 
to dispose of its holdings, that period 
being considered by Atty.-Gen. Akin 
of Illinois the “reasonable time” pro- 
vided for in the recent Supreme Court 
decision. The decree is a lengthy one 
of sixty typewritten pages. By it the 
company must dispose of the 1200 resi- 
dences in the “Model Town,” sixteen 
acres of vacant lots in the town, fifty 
acres of streets, alleys and parks, the 
gas, water and sewerage works, the 
Hotel Florence, two churches, the thea- 
ter, the arcade building and the mar- 
ket hall. 

The company is given one year in 
which to cease to exercise all munici- 
pal functions; that is, the operating 
of water, gas, steam and sewerage 
plants. Within one year also it must 
dispose of the Pullman Iron,and Steel 
Company. The company will retain its 
car shops and surrounding 110 acres of 
ground, office buildings at Michigan 
avenue and Adams street, twenty-five 
acres of land on the Bell. Railroad, and 


fifty-five acres of land north of Pull- 
at

More than sixty overtures had been re- 
ceived from the presbyteries request- 
ing that some action in the direction 
of union bBe taken. There has. been 
much preliminary talk about the mat- 
ter, and some enthusiasts had even pre- 
dicted that this assembly would take 
the first steps toward union. It ap- 
pears that the church North has de- 
cided to hold back until the church 
South gives some signs of reciprocation 
to the union sentiment which is so 
strong in the North. 
The composition of the judicial com- 
mittees to try the Warszawiak, Bachus 
and Lane cases was announced this 
morning. dudge Robert P. Wilson of 
Philadelphia is made chairman of the 
first; David G. Wylie of New York, of 
the second, and Dr. Frank W. Sneed of 
St. Louis, of the third. Warszawiak 
and his counsel, the Rev. James G. 
Patterson of New York, are on the 
ground, and confidently expect to be 
granted a new trial before the session 
of the Fifth-avenue Church. 5. B. 
Brownell will oppose them. Both par- 
ties are to appear before the commit- 
tee tonight. All the commissions are 
made of sixteen members. 
Dr. Robert F. Coyle of Oakland, Cal., 
presented the report of the Committee 
on Home Missions. It highly approved 
the board’s work, of its new president. 
Rev. D. Stuart Dodge: recommended 
the reélection of members whose terms 
expire, and proposed some changes in 
administration. Rev. Charles T. 
Thompson, corresponding secretary of 
the Board of Home Missions, and Dr. 
Dodge addressed the assembly. 


BISHOP WHIPPLE TALKS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 23.—Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Henry Benjamin Whipple, Episcopal 
bishop of Minnesota, who has just re- 
turned from England, said to a Trib- 
une reporter: 
“The most remarkable thing I no- 
ticed:in England was the friendly spirit 
manifested in every quarter to our 
country, and with it a great desire to 
learn more about the organization of 
the missionary work of our own 


a good deal of talk in England and else- 
where about the crisis.of the Church of 
England on questions of ritual. I be- 
lieve that all this is to be settled by 
the wise counsels of the bishops. A 
council of advice was in session, pre- 
sided over by the archbishops of Can- 
terbury and York, to which all these 
questions were presented by represen- 
tatives of the different schools, and I 
thought I detected in all minds a con- 
viction that the goodly counsels and ad- 
vice of the bishops would be followed. 

“But the question which was most 
prominent and of which I saw most 
was that connected with C&ristian 
work at home and abroad. I think that 
the great’ heart of England realizes, as 
it has never realized before, that God 
has placed these English-speaking 
races in the forefront of humanity, rep- 
resentatives of constitutional govern- 
ment and Christian civilization, to 
carry their benefits to all the people 
of the earth, and underlying this desire 
for a closer relation with the United 
States was the thought that we had a 
common work and a mmon mission 
to do for humanity. 

“There is a great deal of talk about 
the Peace Congress, but, so far as I 
could judge, the attitude was one of 
hopefulness that out of this meeting 
the horrors of war would be mitigated, 
if not entirely done away with. Edu- 
cated Englishmen give the Czar of 
Russia considerable of the highest mo- 
tives in proposing the conference.” 

In response to any inquiry as to how 
the English clergy regarded the Briggs 
controversy, Bishop Whipple said they 
did not know anything about it. He 
said that he had not heard the subject 
mentioned. Asked about his own opin- 
ion of the Briggs case, he said: 

“I have not read Dr. Briggs’s book, 
and consequently cannot criticize it in- 
telligently, but I will say that I have 
the utmost confidence in Bishop Potter, 
whom I have known through.all of his 
ministry. He never loses his head. In 
every fiber of his being he is loyal to 
his Master and to the church of which 
he is the chief shepherd. 

“This question, which agitates so 
many minds, is not a new one. The 
Bible is a very wonderful book. It 
was 2000 years after the first chapter 
was written before it was finished. It 
was not gathered together until 1500 
years after the Jast author died. Dur- 
ing these years of its history, theories 
of medicine and government ‘and sci- 
ence have been turned and overturned 
again and again. The Bible has been 
in the past and will be in the future 
the revelation of the gracious purposes 
of God to His children, and the story 
of his infinite love.

REPORT ON THE CONDITIONS EX- 
_ ISTING IN FORBIGN LANDS. 


Summary of Reports Made by a Num- 
ber of American Consuls in Re- 
sponse to Special Inquiries Made 
by a Resident of This City. 


” Kk. W. Worm of this city has just re- 


crived a special report from Washing- 
ton on the walnut industry abroad, in 
answer to a series of questions pre- 
pared by him about one year ago, and 


-§ndorsed by ex-Senator Stephen M. 


White. The questions were submitted 
by the Department of State to the 
United States Consuls abroad, who are 
located in walnut-growing localities. 
Following is a summary of the report. 


e Those who desire to ‘obtain it in full 


can do so by sending to the Bureau 
of Foreign Commerce at Washington: 

The report. states that the walnut in- 
dustry is on the decline in Austria. 
No regular walnut groves are planted 
there. Walnuts are not grown as a4 
special industry. The price of land 
suitable for walnuts ranges from $30 


- to $150 per acre. The yiéld per tree, at 


the age of 20, is from forty-four to 
sixty-six pounds, providing the soil is 
good and the tree healthy. Very little 
care is taken of the tree. The crop is 
usually gathered by children, who never 
receive more than 10 cents per day. 

ces have ranged from $3 to per 

00 pounds to the producer. 

In Hungary, statistics show that 
there were in 1895 2.688,456 English wal- 
nut trees. In Hungary proper, the nut 
tree takes seventh place in the extent 
of cultivation. The industry is not 
systematicaly handled. Prices fluct- 
wate; crops uncertain. 

In the Havre, France, district most 
of the walnut trees are grown by the 
roadside, or in small numbers in the 
fields. At fifteen years the tree will 
give a remunerative crop. At fifty 
to sixty years a tree will yield about 
220 pounds of nuts under favorable cir- 
are sulphured 
for markets; laborers engaged in gath- 
ering and ouring the same receive 
from 30 to 40 cents a day. The indus- 
try is at a standstill. The average 
yield is about 4,050,000 pounds. “In this 
district prices range from $5 to $7 per 
100 pounds to the producer. 

In the Bordeaux district the walnut 
tree is cultivated the same as in the 
Havre district. The bearing quality is 
also the same. The crop last year was 
poor. They have no systematic method 
of handling the walnuts, but do a 
great deal of the work by hand. A 
fair average yield in this district is 
about 25,000 to 30,000 bags of 112 pounds 
each, price from $4 to $8 per 100 pounds, 
to the grower. It is estimated that 
trees at twenty-five years will bear 100 
eens and bring an income of from 

to 


$8. 

The walnut region in the department 
miles wide, and only @ portion o 
‘FR territory is plant to walnuts. 
Vand here suitable for walnuts ranges 
from $300 to $600 per acre. Trees be- 
zin to bear when ten years old. 
Laborers receive from 30 to 60 cents 


per day and board. The industry is 
somewhat increased in this district 
each year. The best prices paid for 


walnuts here range from 5% to 8 
cents per pound. Irrigation is not re- 
quired in. any of the districts. Very 
little cultivation is done. The only 
dangerous disease mentioned is a 
fungus growth.

+ THE JEROME FIRE. 


All the Frame %uildings Destroyed. 
No Help Needed. 

JBROMB (Ariz,) May 20.—({Regular Corre- 
snondence.! For the third time in eighteen 
months Jerome’s main business district has 
been destroyed by fire. The loss last Sef 
tember was practically complete. Yesterday 
there would have been the same result had 
the fire not been blocked in its passage by 
several large new fireproof structures, bi- 
tween which and the fire there had been 
cleared a space through the destruction of 
a number of frame buildings by dynamite. 
Several thousand men worked frantically 
for two hours to save the town. Toa degree 
they succeeded, though water was almosten- 
tirely lacking. The great smelter, a half- 
mile up the cafion, was shut down, and its 
hundreds of employés were hurried down 
to the aid of the townspeople. 

The fire was incendiary, as have been 
several fires that have lately been started, 
only to be readily extinguished before they 
gained headway. The blaze started in the 
Leland lodging-house at 10 a.m. Dr. E. T. 
Cody, whose office was in the house, found 
a bed ablaze in an inner room. He badly 
burned his hands in an attempt to extin- 
guish the flames, but soon was compelled 
to fly to save his life. 

The burned district was not at the best 
an attractive locality, mainly comprising 
one storied frame, shanties. Of these nearly 
one hundred were swept away by the wave 
of flame that passed along the hillside. The 
path of the fire was northward, there be- 
ing successively destroyed the Leland and 
Ryan lodging-houses, Scott & Moore’s livery 
state, Charles M. Clark’s news gtand and 
Scott’s bowling alley, eight saloons, among 
them Neff & Maddox’s, the Annex, the Elite, 
the St. Elmo, the Arizona, McIntyre’s, and 
ten or twelve resetaurants, mainly run by. 
Chinese. 

Connor’s hotel, a two-storied structure 
just completed, was gutted. It had eosf 
$37,000, and was insured for $14,400. This-is 
the only insurance known to have been 
carried in the.-camp. Insurance agents had 
little business with Jerome. 

All but the walls of the new concrete 
saloon building lately finished by Hoover & 
Cordner was destroyed. The stock of Larkin’s 
New York Store was ruined. The new four- 
story brick building of Miller & Co. escaped 
with slight damage. The postodffice and the 
new Masonic Hall were saved through the 
hardest of work. The total loss will approx- 
imate $70,000. 

Dr. Om was the only person reported in- 
jured.

The design adopted 
for the reverse of the seal is an unfinished 
pyramid. In the zenith there is an eye in a 
triangle, surrounded with a glory or sunburst. 
On the base of the pyramid appear the numer- 
ical letters, MDCCLXXVI. er the eye are 
the words, ‘Annuit coeptis,” and under the 
base, ‘Novus ordo Seclorum.’ 

“The pyramid signifies strength and dura- 
tion. The eye over it and the motto allude 
to the interpositions of Providence in favor 
of the American cause. The date wunder- 
neath is that of the declaration of independ- 
ence, and the words under it signify the 
beginning of the new American era, which 
commenced from that date. 

“Now, some of you young men who have

GARVANZA ANNEXED. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC ATTEMPTS 
. TO DEFEAT THE PROJECT. 


Heelers Sent Out to Work Against 
Annexation Because it Means 
Reduction of Car 
Fares. 


Combination Between the Railroad 
and the Park Gamblers to De- 
feat the Wishes of the Citi- 
zens of University. 


Stuffers at Agricultural Park to 
Be Arrested if They Try 
Fraudulent Voting. 


The election which was held yester- 
day in this city and Garvanza for the 
annexation of the latter section to Los 
Angeles proved rather exciting in a 
limited field, and forced the opposition 
to annexation to show their hands for 
the election today for the annexation 
of the University, which will probably 
be a much hotter contest. 

It had been supposed that he annexa- 
tion of Garvanza would be made with- 
out opposition, but yesterday morning 
the fact developed that the Pasadena 
and Los Angeles Electric Railway 
Company, which has affiliations with 
the Southern Pacific Company, had the 
latter company’s heelers out on a still 
hunt to defeat the annexation, and that 
the railroad had formed a union with 
the Agricultural Park people, whereby 
each was to do all in its power to de- 
feat both annexation projects. It 
seems that the opposition of the rail- 
road company is due to the fact that if 
Garvanza is annexed the company will 
be forced to give a 5-cent fare from 
that section to any point in the city. 

The Agricultural Park people are 
anxious to keep the park outside of 
the city, because, if brought in, the 
city would place restrictions on the 
gambling and liquor selling which now 
draws bigs crowds there every Sunday. 

The ward heelers were brought out 
early yesterday morning and worked 
hard all day in a quiet way. One of 
these men made the statement that he 
had been given $10 for yerterday’s 
work, and had been promised $20 for 
the work he is expected to do today, 
showing the $10 gold piece in 
proof of his assertion, and aading that 
it was more money than he had made 
for many days before. 

The vote in the Seventh Ward, where 
the railroad employés mostly live, while 
light in total, showed the effect of the 
work, in a heavy majority against an- 
nexation, but this was not enough to 
defeat the project. 

At Garvanza the vote was over- 
whelmingly in favor of annexation, the 
property-owners there being a unit in 
favor of coming. into the city. 

The election of yesterday shows the 
indications for the one to be held today 
for the annexation of University. It 
is now known that thestreet railroad 
and the Southern Pacific are in league 
with the Agricultural Park people, and 
and now that they are a known quan- 
tity they will probably fight openly to- 

» instead of secretly as yesterday. 
It is learned that four of the conductors 
on the street railway who live in Uni- 
versity have been given a furlough for 
the past few days to enable them to de- 
vote all their time in influencing voters 
seating the annexation of the Univer- 
sity. 

It is known that over one hundred 
voters registered from the University 
are not bona fide residents of that pre- 
cinct. Many of these men have been 
run down by detectives employed vy 
the Good Government Society at Uni- 
versity, and they will be arrested today 
if théy undertake to swear in their 
votes. 

In only three wards of the city was 
a majority of the votes cast yesterday 
against the annexation proposition. 
The reason for the result in the Sev- 
enth Ward, as has been stated, is 
thought to be the opposition of the 
Southern Pacific and other corpora- 
tions owned by it, among them the 
Street-railway company. The largest 
majority against the annexation was 
cast in the Eighth Ward, and this is 
due to the causes that led the Sev- 
enth to go against it, and to the fact 
that the Democrats, late in the day, 
awoke to the realization of the fact 
that Garvanza is made up largely of 
Republican families, and its admission 
would therefore greatly reduce the 
chances of a Democratic nominee in 
future city elections. Their effort re- 
sulted in getting out many votes 
against the proposition, but not nearly 
enough to defeat it, for the reason that 
they began work too late in the day, 
and that there were not enough votes 
available in the ward, at the command 
of either the Southern Pacific or of the 
Democrats, to change the result. The 
reason for the result in the Ninth 
Ward, where a majority of seven was 
cast aga‘nst annexation, is supposed to 
be the Opposition of the Southern Pa- 
cific, represented in the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, to the proposition. 
In that ward there are a large number 
of employés of the latter company, and 
if the word was given to them to vote 
against annexation, it is reasonable to 
suppose that they obeyed orders. From 
the officers of election in that ward it 
was learned that a large number of the 
street-railway employés voted. In all 
the other wards a majority was cast 
in favor of annexation. The vote by 
wards was as follows:

Citizens Rejoice and Have Bonfire 
and Firecrackers. 

_The 800 or 900 citizens of Garvanza 
celebrated the victory of the election 
last evening with bonfire and  fire- 
crackers. The vote polled was 69 to 
8 in Garvanza, in favor of annexation, 
the vote, however, not showing the full 
strength of the district, as many of 
the citizens have business in Los Ange- 
les, which they did not feel like neg- 
lecting when the result of the election 
seemed certain.

between Los Angeles and Pasadena, 
being about six miles from the Plaza 
in Los ‘Angeles. It includes about 
three-quarters -of a square mile, its 
greatest length being about a mile. 
The district is traversed by the Santa 
Fé, Pasadena and Terminal railroads, 
thus adding considerable railroad 
mileage to the city for taxation. The 
dwelling houses are neat cottages, 
which rank with those of this city, 
though widely scattered, leaving pos- 
. sibility for considerable growth of pop- 
ulation in the territory. The price of 
the land is comparatively low. Gar- 
vanza has a fine school building of 
four rooms, with four teachers, in 
which nine grades are taught, and a 
year ago the district paid off its last 
dollar of indebtedness, the annexation 
thus bringing in assets not diminished 
by lHabilities. At the present time 
there is $1500 in the district school 
fund. There is a hotel, several busi- 
ness houses, a Methodist and a Sev- 
enth Day Adventist church in the dis- 
trict, while a _ beautiful Episcopal 
church is situated just outside of the 
district annexed. The district is peo- 
pled, generally, with those having busi- 
ness in Los Angeles, and who make 
daily trips to their work. They con- 
sider the reduced street-ear fare, which 
is sure to come, a very desirable fea- 
ture of the annexation. 


PREPARING FOR BATTLE. 


Citizens of University Hold Their 
Last Meeting. 

The citizens of University held an 
enthusiastic meeting last evening to 
close the campaign. President George 
W. White of the University of Southern 
California presided. 

M. J. Hall reported the work which 
had been done toward securing the 
annulment of the license of the park 
by the Supervisors, and George M. 
Smith made a stirring speech, setting 
forth the advantages of annexation. It 
was stated during the meeting that 
from fifty to ome hundred men were 
to camp at the park last evening and 
make a rush for the polls as soon as 
they open at sunrise, 4:44 o’clock, this 
morning. As an offset to this project, 
it was arranged that Attorney Bowen 
should be at the polls at that time 
with three deputy sheriffs to prevent 
fraudulent voting. 

While the manager of the park has 
admitted that there are about a hun- 
dred men employed at the park, and 
by inference that they will vote 
against annexation, there has been no 
occular evidence of the fact, and when 
a reporter made a tour through the 
perk last evening, nowhere near so 
many men were in sight. If they were 
there last night, they made their ap- 
pearance on the ground at a late hour. 


Voting Piaces Today. 

The voting places for today’s elec- 
tion to determine whether the Univer- 
sity precinct is to be annexed or not 
will be the same as those of yesterday, 
with the exception that there will be 
a polling place in the University pre- 
cinct instead of in Garvanza. of 
course, the people of Garvanza will 
not vote at today’s election. For the 
information of ttre voters of the city,

OPIUM INTERCEPTED. 


Ah Fong Compelled te De Without 
Dope in the City Jalil. 

The city jailers are constantly on 
the alert to prevent the smuggling of 
opium to prisoners in the jail. They 
have much trouble with the Chinese, 
who are very persistent in supplying 
their friends on the inside with t@® 
drug. White prisoners who are ad- 
dicted to the habit, beg or extort 
“dope” from the Chinese if the latter 
succeed in getting any, and thus’ it is 
possible for it to be distributed 
tnroughout the jail. The vrisoners, 
when besotted with the drug, are hard 
to manage. The jailers, therefore, are 
very watchful to keep it out. 

Chinese visitors have many ways of 
smuggling the stuff to their friends. 
They are constantly bringing presents 
to imprisoned Celestials, and all articles 
brought into the jail have to be care- 
fully inspected for concealed opiuin. 
Sometimes it is found sewed in the 
hems of garments, or enclosed in food 
or tobacco. 

On Monday afternoon a suave Mon- 
golian called at the jail to see his 
“fliend,” Ah Fong, who is serving a 
term for selling lottery tickets. The 
visitor gave the jatler a package of 
fine-cut tobacco to hand to Ah Fong. 
Jailer Cicqtte, on examining the 
“baccy,” found two large chunks 
of yen she (second-hand opium) 
carefully wrapped in in the weed. 
The visiting Chinaman was badly 
scared when his trick was  ex- 
posed, and was glad to get out 
of the jail unassisted by the toe of the 
jailer’s boot, which he was informed 
would be his fate if he ever dared to 
come back. 


SIOK AND DELIRIOUS. 


Mrs. Greenough, Accused of Theft, 
is in a Critical Gondition. 
Mrs. Jennie Greenough, who is ac- 
cused of several petty thefts by her 
sister Maccabees, is lying in @ critical 
condition at her home near:-the corner 
of Tenth street and Denver avenue. 
In addition to her serious sickness, the 
present indications are that she is suf- 
fering from temporary insanity, but 
whether her unfortunate condition is 
wholly the result of her recent troubles, 
or whether her mind had previously 
become affected and is responsible‘ for 
her alleged kKleptomania, her friends 
are at a loss to determine. She was de- 
lirious the greater part of the time 
yesterday, but during a seemingly lucid 
interval the subject of her troubles 
with Banner Hive was mentioned, and 
she asked blankly: ‘Have they issued 
a complaint against me?’ A moment 
later her mind wandered again, and 
she raved about women who sought to 

take her life. ; 

One woman who was caring for Mra, 
Greenough yesterday sayssthat the lat- 
ter has always been regarded as a wo. 
man of high principles, and that if she 
really committed the thefts of which 
she is accused her mind must have 
been temporarily unbalanced. During 
one of her rational moments yesterday 
she asked her attendants if they 
thought she was losing her mind, and 
when told that she would soon be bet- 
ter, she declared that she did not care 
to live. 

A complaint has been issued against 
Mrs. Greenough, and fs in the hands of 
the officers, but has not yet been 
served on account of her precarious 
condition.

SPAIN’S KING OF RELIGIOUS 
PAINTERS. 
(Concluded.) 
By Arthur Lincoln Frothingham, Jr., Ph. D. 


Perhaps in consequence of the social 
standing given him by his marriage 
and his own success his house became 
a center for the artistic and most in- 
telligent society of Seville. Murillo’s 
undeviating kindness, tact and sweet- 
ness of manner made him a general fa- 
vorite; his piety advanced him with 
the clergy and monastic orders, and 
his élose friendship with influential 
men among them led to his receiving 
numerous orders for the decoration of 
churches and convents. Some idea of 
the reputation he had already acquired 
in 1655 may be gained by the statement 
of the chapter of the cathedral that he 
was the best painter in Seville. He 
appears to have been lacking in the 
ambition to shine personally; preferred 
his family and home life to public 
eclat; loved his native city and its 
middle classes, refusing to leave it 
for the attractions of the capital. Even 
when in 1660 he succeeded, after re- 
peated efforts, in founding the acad- 
emy of painting in Seville, he evi- 
dently did it rather for the benefit of 
the younger artists and the advance- 
ment of his art than for his own profit, 
as he resigned its presidency after the 
first year. His life, therefore, was un- 
eventful. It was passed quietly and 
laboriously in a limited world in which 


nothing unusual ever happened. Its 
phases are marked merely by _ the 
chronology of his principal dated 


and skillful composition, without the 
exaggeration of his later, or the at 
times incongrous realism of his earlier 
religious works. He painted at the same 
time for the cathedral his largest can- 
vas—5.50x3.30 meters—representing the 
infant Christ appearing to St. Antony 
of Padua, one of his most celebrated 
works. Almost immediately after this 
(1656) he commenced his series of four 
semi-circular pictures for the Church 
of Santa Maria la Blanca, in which 
he showed a closer agreement with 
the effects of composition, mass and 
color of the great Venetians. In 1665 
Murillo became a member of the Broth- 
erhood of the Hospital of La Caritad 
and was called upon to execute (1670- 
74) eight large pictures for the walls 
of its church. They are among his no- 
blest and most monumental works, the 
most admired being, perhaps, the scene 
of St. Elizabeth of Hungary ministering 
to the infirm. Those scenes which are 
taken from the Old and New Testa- 
ments are the Spanish counterparts of 
the great series of wall paintings by 
Perugino, Botticelli and the rest in the 
Sistine chapel in Rome, Murillo then 
began his last great group of pictures, 
that in the Capuchin Church, which 
were completed in 1676. Over the high 
altar was the “Immaculate Concep- 
tion,” between the altar and the nave 
was the great screen, 30x25 feet, formed 
of ten paintings, and at the ends of 
the side aisles and at the chapel! altars 
were ten other paintings. Of them all 
the most characteristic and the one 
which Murillo called his very own pic- 
ture, was that of “St. Thomas of Vil- 
lanueva and the Beggars” in an archi- 
tectural background. That the artist's 
powers did not decline is shown by 
the quality of the painting of ‘The Es- 
pousal of St. Catherine,” which he was 
completing at the time of his death. 

It is customary to divide Murillo’s 
artistic career into three periods or 
manners—(1) the frio, or cold manner: 
(2) the calido, or warm manner, and

works. It was about 1670 that Murillo, 
on the score of age, declined the invi- 
tation of King Carlos II to become 
court painter in Madrid. 

He is said to have left Seville but 

once, in 1682, to go to Cadiz, and it was 
here that the accident happened which 
ended his life. He was then painting 
for the convent of the Capuchins a 
large picture of the “‘Espousal of St. 
Catherine.” After the accident he 
passed several hours in prayer, under 
the famous picture of the “Descent 
from the Cross,”’ by Campana, in the 
Church of Santa Cruz. There he was 
buried. 
“ ‘He left a numerous body of scholars 
who had attached themselves to him 
not only from his skill as an artist but 
because of his unusual kindness and 
helpfulness to all beginners. No man 
made himself more beloved than Mu- 
rillo to younger artists. He often re- 
touched the works of his students, and 
allowed them to make copies of his 
works, thus multiplying the most pop- 
ular subjects of his canvases through- 
out Spain. 

Nearly five hunderd paintings are at- 
tributed with more or less probability 
to Murillo, and are proofs of the amaz- 
ing industry of his thirty-seven years 
at Seville. Of only a small part of these 
is there anything to show at what time 
during his career they were painted. 
Fortunately these are among his most 
important works. His first masterpieces 
were the eleven pictures for the clois- 
ter of the Convent of San Francisco, 
executed in 1645-47, which were to rep- 
resent in life-size figures historic epi- 
sodes in lives of prominent Franciscan 
monks. Among them the best are the 
“Death of Sta. Clara,” “St. Diego of 
Alcala,” or the angels cooking, and 
“St. Diego Distributine Soup.’’ In the 
poetic yet real rendering of the “An- 
gel’s Kitchen" we have the first in- 
stance of the way Murillo could bring 
such mystic imaginary scenes into the 
sphere of earthly life and make them 
séem real; while in the last picture, 
with the children and beggars gathered 
about the large pot of soup, we see 
the power of the artist to vividly re- 
produce all the varieties of types in the 
common humanity about him. In the 
years immediately following, during 
which he did not receive any one order 
of importance, belong many separate 
works in his more realistic style, his 
beggars and his street urchins, eating, 
lounging, playing (Munich, London, 
Louvre, etc.,) as well as a number of 
his religious pictures, where he does not 
yet show his vaporoso atmospheric ef- 
fects, or his sentimental manner, but 
rather a Dutch-like realism (‘Holy 
Family, St, Petersburgh; “Virgin and 
Child.” Madrid.) 

A modern critic will often wish that 
Murilio had devoted himself more ex- 
clusively to the genre side of his art, 
for it was the most genuinely artistic. 
In 1655 Murillo painted for the cathed- 
ral one of his most exquisite works— 
the “Birth of the Virgin’’—(now in the 
Louvre) which shows him to have made 
@ Gistinct advance over his style in the 
Francisoan convent. Here we find soft- 


ness and brilliancy, atmospheric effects 


(3) the vaporoso, or atmospheric man- 
ner. Except for the fact that his earli- 
est works woulkd be called cold and 
hard, owing to his master’s influence, 
and that he did not acquire the vapo- 
roso effects until some years after his 
return from Madrid, there seems hardly 
any ground for a chronological suc- 
cession of these manners. They were 
possibly used side by side as man- 
nerisms. It has been suggested that 
his scenes of low life, depending on 
realism of detail, were naturally ex- 
pressed by the sharp, clear frio effects: 
the dramatic mysticism of his saintly 
visions were best suited to his calido 
manner, and the scenes from the world 
of imagination, the misty realm of the 
beyond, such as the “Immaculate Con- 
ceptions’’ and “Holy Families,’”’ were 
best interpreted by the far-away, 
vaporoso effects. 

As for the influence of the past on 
Murillo’s style, there is not a trace of 
the classic tradition in his types or in 
his drepery, such as the Italian schools 
preserved until the advent of the Ca- 
racci; neither is there a trace in his 
religious personages of the traditional 
Christian types which had been shared 
with Italy even by the northern schools. 
When Murillo shows the influence of 
other painters it is that of men who 
were his contemporaries or antedated 
him but slightly. The earliest among 
these was perhaps Andrea del Sarto, 
with whose coloring, hazy tones and 
soft outlines he was in special s}m- 
pathy; he shows it in such works as 
the “Virgin and Child with St. Eliza- 
beth and John’’ in the Louvre. Next 
came the Venetians, and especially Ti- 
tian, in such pictures as the “Senator 
Relating His Dream to Pope Liberius;” 
then Van Dyke, in his “Crucifixions’”’ 
and his “Death of Santa Clara; Ri- 
bera, in his ‘‘Release of St. Peter from 


Prison;”’ Guido Reni, in his ““Magda- 
len;” Velasquez, in his “St. Anna 
Teaching the Virgin” and his “St. 


James and the Beggars;"’ the Caracci, 
in his “Immaculate Conceptions.” -In 
many ways his management of chiar- 
oscuro suggests Zurbaran and Cara- 
vaggio, as well as Ribera; his cherubs 
have the cuteness of thuse of the 
Bolognese school, and in his bourgeois 
naturalistic treatment. of tihe “Holy 
Family” (e.g. at St. Petersburg;) we 
are reminded of: Rembrandt. But 
whatever.may be the traits of other 
artists that our love of dissection may 
lead us to perceive, we feel that they 
do not affect the groundwork of Mu- 
rillo’s artistic productions; his indi- 
viduality is stron¢e and clear. 

Let us define this artistic individual- 
ity. In comparison with previous Span- 
ish artists he was remarkable for soft- 
ness and grace, for ease and harmony 
of: composition, for mellowness of col- 
orinequalities which had not -pre- 
vailed in a school that had as a rule 
tended to heavy contrasts, dark coloring 
and clear, hard outline. Entirely ex- 
ceptional was he in the soft, watm, 
glowing atmosphere in which he placed 
his figures, especially in the celestial 
and visionary scenes, made only more 
striking by the contrast of dark shad:’ 
ows’ he seldom totally abandoned. Stlil. 
it cannot be said that his coloring had 


&] real depth, even where it was softest 


in its effects; its tonality was distinctly 
superficial and light. 
His faults in the conception and 
treatment of his subjects were those 
of his age—of exaggerated and effemt- 
nate sentimentality. His ‘Immaculate 
Virgins,” their heads thrown back in 
artificial ecstasy, are akin to Guido 
Reni’s effusions of the same sort. His 
saints making love to a little nude 
cupid supposed to represent the Divine 
Child seem to us ridiculous, both in 
the idea and object of their worship. 
But what may appear a profanation of 
religious sentiment at one period may 
but move to piety in another. For one 
thing, we know that Murillo’s piety was 
real. »

RAIN-MAKERS, MOVE ON! 


“Flee Unto the Mountains of Hepsi«- 
dam, Where the Lion Roareth,” 

INGLEWOOD, May 22, 1899.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:] } read with 
great interest the letters of yesterday's 
Times by W. E. Hughes and W. H. 
Carpenter, referring to a rainmaking 
experiment, and as I believe the sub- 
ject is one which should be well-consid- 
ered, in the interests of all concerned, 
I would like to state the farmer’s view 
of the case, at least in this section, and 
at this particular time. - 

Mr. Carpenter is right when hesays 
there are other interests to be con- 
sidered besides the fruit-growers; and 
Mr. Hughes is wrong when he under- 
takes to compare our conditions and 
methods of farming here with those 
in the Bast. With all due respect to 
Mr. Hughes, we California farmers 
would ask him to remember that con- 
ditions here and in the East are very 
different, and in no respect more 80 
than in the different methods of farm- 
ing; and we would respectfully ask 
that gentleman not to expect us to 
accept a condition which is the very 


thing which is forcing our Eastern 
cousin to come to California, and 
which, for obvious reasons, we are 


less able to cope with than he; namely, 
rain during harvest. Ask any farmer 
what that means, and he will inform 
you in very forcible language. Most 
of the farmers in the East can place 
what they raise under shelter, or have 
not so much but that they can turn 
it over in time of rain to save it from 
spoiling, or shock it up so that rain 
will not injure it. Then there is a 
vast difference in taking care of an 
eighty-acre fleld and one of a thou- 
sand acres or more. Rain at this time 
would entail great extra expense in 
handling the crop, besides lodging 
grain that is now almost ready to head, 
and reducing the value of the hay 
crop fully one-third. 

There is no doubt about the value of 
the project if carried to a successful 
issue; but there is a time and a place 
for everything, and we farmers claim 
that this is not the time, though we have 
grevious reasons to admit that this is 
the place some times. Let them make 
their experiments at a time when there 
will be no damage done, or let them 
move the field of experiment to some 
place where there will be no danger of 
damage to hay or grain. I understand 
that the precipitation can be confined 
to a more or less limited area, and 
would suggest that it be limited to the 
mountain water sheds, where it will 
replenish thé streams that are de- 
pended on to fill the storage reservoirs 
which supply the water for irrigation. 
Irrigation is what the orchardists want. 
Rain would be of little use to them 
now, unless very heavy and long con- 
tinued, so as to insure a plentiful sup- 
ply of irrigating water for the future, 
and no greater calamity cauld befall 
the farmers of this section than such a 
rain coming before the ist of August. 

Do not think that we farmers are 
pnaware of the great benefits to be de- 
rived by being able to produce rain 
when needed. The rain question ts 
more vital to us than any other, and no 
one would rejoice more than the poor 
pumpkin-roller if the rainmaking ex- 
periments prove a success. Let the 
good work go on by all means, and we 
will do all we can to help it along, but 
we must be assured that the rain will 
be confined to the watersheds and foot- 
hills, and that, as our Compton friend 
says, none of it will slop over on our 
hay and grain crops. Otherwise we 
will be compelled to protest by all the 
means in our power against the experi- 
ments being conducted in this section 
and at this time of the year. That I 
am a believer in the possibility of the 
artificial production of rain, I think this 
letter clearly shows, and I hope the 
gentlemen who have the project in hand 
will consider me a friend to them and 
an enthusiastic supporter of their prop- 
osition. I have been farming in the 
section for the past fifteen years, and 
I know what I am talking about when 
I say that a general rain of any mag- 
nitude at this time would do a great 
deal of harm to our hay and grain in- 
terests, and any proposition looking to 
that result will meet with vigorous 
opposition from the farmers in thig 
locality. It would be robbing Peter to 
pay Paul, and I think Peter would lose 
emore than Paul would gain and would 
be justified in making a kick.

THE QUEEN’S BIRTHDAY. 

The eighti¢th anniversary of Queen 
Victoria’s birth will be celebrated to- 
day, throughout Great Britain and her 
colonies, in a becoming manner by a 
loyal people. The day will also be 
observed quite generally throughout 
the United States by people of En- 
glish birth, assisted in many cases by 
Americans, as a mark of admiration 
and esteem for one of the greatest and 
best of sovereigns. 

The world has ‘witnessed many 
marvelous changes since Queen Vic- 
toria ascended the English throne in 
1837, at the age of 18 years. Civiliza- 
tion has undergone many radical 
transformations since that time, and 
the human race has made wonderful 
strides in the line ‘of advancement. 
Most of the great modern  utilities— 
the steamship, the railway, the tele- 
graph, the telephone, the electric 
dynamo, have either been discovered 
or greatly developed since the begin- 
ning of her reign. The world has 
moved and is moving rapidly. The 
span of a single year of the present 
time is often more prolific of great 
achievements than a decade, or a score 
of years, in the early part of the cen- 
tury. The world moves, and men 
move with it. 

The “Victorian era” will go down 
fn history as the most brilliant, all 
things considered, in the history of 
the British Empire. In literature, its 
achievements have been superb; in 
cience and the arts they have been 
gublime; in applied mechanics they 
have been unapproachable. 

The reign of Queen Victoria has 
been a most beneficent one, and un- 
der it the English nation has pros- 
pered and grown strong, to an extent 
that is truly marvelous. The sails of 
English commerce whiten every sea. 
The warships of the great English 
navy are seen in every port, and com- 
pel respect wherever they are seen. 
“Britannia rules the wave” in fact as 
well as in sentiment. The growth of 
English prowess and prestige during 
the two generations last past has 
been equaled only by the springing 
into national greatness of her “mighty 
daughter of the West,” the United 


States of America. And these two na- |, 


tions are one, in kinship, in a com- 
mon language, in similarity of laws, 
customs, and religion, in sympathies, 
and aspirations, and destiny. Hence, 
‘the prowess, the prestige, the great- 
ness, of the English nation are in 
part our own. 

Americans reverence the Queen as 
an upright, humane, firm, yet gentle 
ruler, beloved of her own people and 
respected by alien powers. We claim 
some rightful place in the rejoicings 
of this anniversary of the natal day 
of the Good Queen. The advancing 
years bring into closer and still closer 
bonds of interest, sympathy and af- 
fection the great English-speaking 
race. With each year we learn better 


to appreciate the splendid qualities of 


her of whom her own great Poet 
Laureate wrote so truly— 


“A thousand claims to reverence meet 
In her as mother, wife, and Queen.”

PROFITS FROM COLONIES. 

Apart from the political, social and 
philanthropic sides of the question of 
territorial expansion, which will, un- 
doubtedly, be settled by the patriotic 
and intelligent majority of the Ameri- 
can people—and settled right—there 
is the more material question, as to 
the prospective advantage, or other- 
wise, of colonial possessions, to the 
people of the United States, from a 
strictly financial and commercial 
standpoint. This question is treated 
by O. P. Austin in the May Forum, 
who undertakes to reply to the fol- 
lowing questions: 

“1. Will our sales to the islands in 
question be increased? 

“2. Will our sales to other coun- 
tries, through the doorways which 
these islands may become, be aug- 
mented? 

“3. Will our foreign purchases be 
diminished, and shall we be enabled 
to expend among our own people any 
considerable share of the money which 
we have hitherto expended abroad?” 

In regard to the first question, Mr. 
Austin thinks there can be no reason- 
able doubt that an increase in our 
sales to the islands would result. The 
British colonies take, on an average, 
42 per cent. of their imports from the 
mother country, and this in spite of 
the fact that many of them’ lie at 
great distances from England, and are 
more conveniently located for com- 
merce with other countries. The 
other countries of the world, aside 
from the colonies, take but 15 per 
cent. of their total importations from 


Great Britain. In regard to the sec-" 


ond question, Mr. Austin shows that 


the annual imports of the countries’ 


commercially adjacent to Manila, as a 
point of distribution, amount to about 
$1,066,000,000 per annum, a sum 
which nearly equals our own mag- 
nificent achievement in the total ex- 
portations during the year just ended. 
Of the $1,066,000,000 worth of, goods 
which the countries within easy reach 
of Manila as a point of distribution 
now annually import, we supply but 
5.8 percent. Yet the large proportion 


of these vast imports is made up of 


the class of goods which we can sup- 
ply and which we desire to sell—cot- 
ton and cotton goods, manufactures 
of iron and steel, railway materials 
and supplies, machinery, agricultural 
implements, breadstuffs, provisions, 
mineral oils. 

As to the third question, it is 
shown, in the article referred to, that 
our expenditure for the class of arti- 
cles produced in tropical climates 
amounted, in 1896, to $251,320,393. All 
of these articles are produced in con- 
siderable quantities in the islands in 
question, and in practically every case 
their production could be so greatly 
increased that the entire demand of 
the United States, increasing con- 
stantly ds it does, could be met by 
them. 

This is a calm and candid view of 
the situation, from the standpoint of 
dollars and cents, which is commended 
to the consideration of those anxious 
citizens who are afraid that we are 
likely to be out of pocket by the 
acquisition or control of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 


Edwin Markham’s bitterly pessi- 
mistic and unrest-breeding poem, 
“The Man With a Hoe,” may or may 
not be a plagiarism, but that its sen- 
timent and spirit are abominable ad- 
mits of no discussion. The man who 
hoes weeds, carries water, or lugs the 
hod full of mortar, ever was and ever 
will be, and the intimation in the 
verses by the Berkeley poet that some 
other man is responsible for the con- 
dition of this plodder of the fields 
and the creaking ladder, is-not only 
ridiculous but positively mischievous. 
The poet who has nothing better to 
do than to foster discontent and to 
set up men of straw might better keep 
his pen inits rack or devote his 
genius as a singer to the purpose of 
adding something of joy and sweet- 
ness to the life of his fellow-man. He 
ought to go to work. .

STOP THE SCORCHING. 

The recently-organized local con- 

sulate of the L.A.W. did well, at its 
meeting on Monday evening, in adopt- 
ing a resolution requesting the police 
authorities to take steps for the ar- 
rest and punishment of bicyclists who 
ride through the streets at a faster 
pace than the law permits. This is a 
step in the right direction, and it is 
to be hoped that the recommendation 
will be given proper attention by the 
authorities. The evil complained of 
is a prolific source of accidents and: 
of danger. The reckless bicyclist en- 
dangers nct only his own life, but 
that of ev2ry person who uses the 
streets. It is time to call a halt in 
his mad career, and to call it in such 
manner that there will be no sort of 
doubt as to the meaning of the man- 
date. 
The ordinance permits a speed of 
eight miles per hour on the streets 
between crossings, and faur miles per 
hour at the crossings. This is as high 
a rate of speed as is safe in the cen- 
tral portions of the city, and the pro- 
visions of the law should be enforced 
rigidly and impartially. In the less 
busy streets, away from the business 
center, a higher rate of speed might 
safely be permitted, Ten, twelve, and 
fifteen miles per hour are safer rates 
of speed on the outlying streets than 
eight miles in the business sections. 
It. might be well for the Council to 
amend the ordinance, so as to permit 
varying rates of speed within pre- 
scribed districts. If the law is to be 
enforced, as it ought to be, the high- 
est rate of speed consistent with safety 
should be permitted on all _ streets. 
An amendment of the ordinance in 
this direction would therefore seem to 
be desirable. 

While the police authorities are jin 
the business of enforcing the law 
against the fast riding of bicycles on 
the streets, they should not overlook 
the habitual violations of law by per- 
sons other than bicyclists. Drivers 
of all kinds of vehicles violate the law 
every day in the year. Especially is 
this true of that part of the ordi- 
nance which limits the speed at street 
intersections to four miles per hour. 
That clause is oftenér violated than 
obeyed, by many drivers, who dash 
across intersecting streets at a rapid 
pace, to the great danger of everybody 
on the streets in their vicinity. This 
sort of thing should be stopped, at 
once. There is even more danger to 
the public from fast driving than’ 
from fast bicycle riding. The bicyclist 
can make a quick turn to avoid a 
collision, and is not very Ilable_ to 
run a pedestrian down unless the 
pedestrian attempts to dodge him. 
But the fast driver is seldom an art- 
ful dodger, and pedestrians who are 
not expert in that line are in con- 
stant danger. 

Another persistent violator of the 
law is the trolley car, which fre- 
quently crosses intersecting streets at 
a dangerous rate of speed—though 
this offense is not often committed, 
perhaps, in the central business sec- 
tion of the city. If the existing ordi- 
nances regulating the speed of trolley 
cars are defective or ambiguous, the 
defects and ambiguities should be 
remedied by the Council as soon as 
possible, and the law should then be 
enforced. Several accidents, within 
the past year or two, have resulted 
from the too fast running of trolley 
cars. Los Angeles is no longer a 
country village. It is a large and 
busy city. Its streets are crowded 
during a considerable part of the day, 
and in order to instire the safety of 
all users of the streets, so far as 
possible, the speed of all classes of 
vehicles should be regulated by *well- 
considered ordinances, impartially 
enforced. 

The wheelmen’s organization will 
win the gratitude and the respect of 
the public at large if it will take hold 
of this matter in earnest, and keep 
hold of it until a satisfactory conclu- 
sion has been reached. 


ENGLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 

It is interesting to not on this 
eightieth anniversary of Victoria’s 
birth, that the United States and Eng- 
land, having been for a short time 
closely allied in an incipient war, of a 
miniature description, out in the Pa- 
cific, are now closely affiliated, in aim 
and purpose, at the peace conference 
which has met at the invitation of the 
Czar. of Russia, in Holland. The 
entente which exists between the rep- 
resentatives of this country and those 
of Great Britain at The Hague have 
aroused much comment, and some 
criticism, from the other European 
powers. Both this country and Great 
Britain are endeavoring to secure the 
consideration of a broad and practical 
plan of arbitration between nations, 
and both countries also insist on the 
desirability of considering the sub- 
ject of lessening the sufferings which 
war, even between civilized nations, 
must always bring in its train. So 
far, no great amount of sympathy has 
apparently been extended to these 
views from any other great nations 
represented at the conerence, notwith- 
standing. which, the views of the two. 
great English-speaking nations will, 
undoubtedly, have much weight. 

Whether or not we shall ever see a 
formal alliance between this country 
and ‘Great Britain, there can be no 
doubt that, from now on, the influence 
of both will run largely in the same 
lines, both in war and peace. That 
the world has anything to fear—but 
rather everything to gain--from such 
sympathy between these two great 
pioneers of civilization no man wil) 
maintain who undérstands the true 
instinct of the intelligent masses, com- 
prising the population of the United 
States and of the British Isles.

AGAINST WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

The fourth annual report of the 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the New York State Associa Op- 
posed to the Extension of Suffrage to 
Women, recently published, shows a 
very satisfactory condition of the 
work of the association. The report 
notes, especially, a great development 
of the inter-State movement, and re- 
férs fo the results accomplished in 
the States of Washington and South 
Dakota, where a representative sent 
from New York was largely instru- 
mental in defeating constitutional 
amendments imposing suffrage upon 
women. 

This association includes in its 
membership and on its committees 
such women as Mrs. Cornelius R. 
Agnew, Mrs. Andrew Carnegie, Mrs. 
Richard Watson Gilder, Mrs. David 
H. Greer, Mrs. Abram S. Hewitt, Mrs. 
Trenor L. Park, Mrs. Henry Seligman, 
Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer, and 
others of like prominence. These 
women, foreseemg the burdens and 
the dangers which threatened the 
women of this country through the 
ill-advised efforts of an obstreperous 
few to secure suffrage for them, 
have—reluctafitly, because of the plib- 
licity it involves, but -with a deter- 
mination that tells—taken up the 
work of defending their sex from 
this evil. They are pointing out, as 
does the chairman in her report, the 
fact that the franchise brings re- 
sponsibilities which women are, and 
ever will be, physically unable to 
meet, and that with the ballot box 
must come influences which cannot 
but be baneful to the moral and social 
well-being of the sex. They are ad- 
vocates, every one of them, of all the 
means and movements of the day that 
tend to the real development of what 
is best in woman, to the real ad- 
vancement of the sex, and it is for 
this very reason that they have ar- 
rayed themselves against the woman 
suffrage movement, the success of 
which, they are wise enough to see, 
means degradation instead of eleva- 
tion. 


A little boy was killed by a trolley 
car last Sunday in San Francisco be- 
cause the car was running at a rate 
of speed in excess of that permitted 
by law, and because the car was not 
provided with a fender. Such things 
have happened all too frequently in 
Los Angeles for the same reasons. 
The speed ordinance should be rigidly 
enforced and the car lines should at 
ence be compelled to outfit their cars 
with the very best type of fender ob- 
tainable. Velays are dangerous, not 
only to the public but to the corpora- 
tions which, sooner or later will have 
to pay dig bills of damages. Let us 
have the cars properly equipped and 
let them be operated at a speed rate 
within the law. This is a demand that 
the public has a right, through the 
City, Council, to make.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. While 
certain of the airs of “Norma’’—the 
grand march which has been thrummed 
on a million pianos and set millions 
of feet moving in stately rhythm upon 
nights of pleasure at the ball, and 
“Mira, O Norma,” whose delicious 
strains are fragrant with the memory 
of voices long since stilled—are familiar 
to even the musical novice, yet to the 
modern opera-goer Bellini’s splendid 
creation as a whole is quite altogether 
new. As for ithis city, while the writer 
has not at hand a record of all per- 
formances of grand opera given here, 
it is safe to say that the full score was 
never heard in a local theater until 
last night. So beautifully was this mov- 
ing musical presented that it were 
surely worth waiting for, for there 
was in the cast for the first time the 
statuesquely beautiful and_e stately 
Adalgia Rossi, a queen of the drama 
as it would seem, as well as of ~omg, 
the delightfully voiced Sostegni, who, in 
the short space of ten days, has won 
the plaudits and esteem of the musical 
public of Los Angeles; the virile and 
splendid tenor, Fernando Avedano, and 
the great voiced Travagiina, whose rich 
and resonant basso is like the swelling 
tones of the organ whose keys are 
swept by the hands of a masier— 
oe with such a quartette of artists 
as this the rendering of Bellini’s mas- 
terpiece of musical composition was a 
gala event. 

It is close upon a century ago that 
Vicenzo Bellini was born, he having 
come into the world at Catania, in 
Sicily, in the year 1802. His first impor- 
tant work, “Bianca e Ternando,” was 


24 years of age, and although he died 
in his twenty-ninth year, he followed 
that with several minor successes, and 
three operas that have achieved im- 
mortality in the world of music—the 
opera which we heard so gloriously 
sung last night, “Norma,” “La Som- 
nambula” and “I'Puritani.” The world’s 
greatest singers have set their voices 
to the- elucidation of Bellini’s score, 
and when we, who today harken to his 
melodious phrases, are but dust and 
ashes, singers as yet unborn will be 
singing with angelic voices to ears that 
shall listen in rapture and delight. 

Signorina Rossi, who made her initial 
appearance last evening as Norma, the 
Druid high priestess, has a splendid 
method and a voice that is great in 
volume, as well as charmingly true. 
Like all the singers of the Lambardi 
company, there is a clear absence of 
effort, an easy grace, and a sureness of 
manner in her singing that adds im- 
measurably td the attractiveness of the 
singer’s art. As remarked at the out- 
set, Signorina Rossi has an excellent 
stage presence, and to all her other 
charms, adds that of a beautiful face, 
a pair of liquid dark eyes, and a phy- 
sique that shows capacity, power and 
force. She was received with great 
enthusiasm and scored an unmistaka- 
ble triumph. 

The great Sostegni was in splendid 
voice. and achieved her usual reward 
of applause laid on in generous meas- 
ure. In the duets with Signorina 
Rossi her mezzo tones were the very 
apotheosis of melting melody. The con- 
trast between these two superb voices 
was brought out again and again, but 
not to the discredit of either, for both 
are beautiful—that, of Rossi’s high, full, 
resonant and sweet, and that of the 
lissome Sostegn! velvety, pure, moist 
with the mist of tears. To hear two 
such voices joined concert is a rare 
treat, that last night's fine audience 
enjoyed to the full. The work of the 
chorus was uneven and at times woe- 
fully diaggy and ragged, particularly 
in the first act, but there was a vast 
improvement in this regard in the later 
scenes. All in all, it was a gala night 
that those so fortunate as to be pres-

VICTORIA, REGIN A. 


EIGHTY YEARS OF GREAT BRIT- 
AIN’S PROGRESS. 


A Mighty Era of Mighty Events 
Guided by Men of Mighty 
Minds. 


Bighty years Alexandria Vietoria has 
lived, and sixty of these years she has 
reigned over the United Kingdcom of 
Great Britain and Ireland.\ Fourscore 
years of life! A period ten years longer 
than the Hebrew Psalmist allotted as 
the span of human life, and of which he 
said that though one do come to four- 
score years, life is but labor and sor- 
row. Yet for sixty-two years of these 
years Victoria has been Queen of one 
of the mightiest monarchies the earth 
has ever held on its surface. It is the 
longest reign on record in the annals of 
time, and it covers a period of more de- 
velopment in human history than any 
century that has preceded it. Glad- 
stone says that in the first fifty 
years of the century just clos- 
ing the growth of material wealth 
in England was greater than in 
the nineteen preceding centuries from 
the Roman invasion under Caesar. 
What, then, shall be said of the second 
half of this century pregnant with such 
mighty events? 

England had been preparing for the 
progress that has marked the reign of 
Victoria. Three years before her birth 
the Iron Duke had smashed the legions 
of France to pieces at Waterloo, and 
sent Napoleon to St. Helena, thus se- 
curing piece to Europe. In the interval 
between the end of Napoleon’s career 
and the accession of the young Queen 
to the crown. great reforms in politics 
had been wrought out. Pitt’s work 
had been followed by Peel’s and his by 


liament was carried out, which made 
the great ‘middle class the dominant 
influence in the government. In 1834 
William VI, frightened at the length 
to which reform was being carried, 
dismissed Lord Grey and the rest of the 
liberal ministry and recalled  Pecl. 
This was the last instance in which the 
frown changed the ministry. As 200 
years before the veto of an act of Par- 
liament cost Charles I his head, and no 
English monarch since that time has 
exercised the right of, veto. So no 
monarch since 1834 has dismissed the 
ministry. That function now is in- 
herent in the House of Commons. 


OTHER PREPARATORY  INFLU- 
ENCES. 


But for a generation other influences 
of great power had been at work on 
the English mind. Powerful leaven was 
working in the hearts and minds of 
men. Gibbon had written the history of 
Rome, and Hume had published his 
history of England. This latter work 
was reactionary, and intended to save 
a little the doctrine of the divine rights 
of kings against the new democracy. 
But its influence was many tinfés 
offset by Scott’s verse and prose, who 
died while Victoria was learning her 
Latin under the tuition of Baroness 
Selwyn. Byron had passed away eight 
years before Scott, leaving the world 
“Childe Harold,” and the “Vision of 
Judgment.” Tom More, Wordsworth, 
Macauley, Hallom and De Quincy con- 
tinued the work during the early years 
of the Queen’s reign. Outside of the 
field of “polite literature’ Hugh Mil- 
ler, Herschel, Tyndal, Lyell, Faraday, 
Huxley and others, during the girlhood 
and early reign of Victoria, were stir- 
ring men’s minds with scientific re- 
searches. 


PHYSICAL FORCES. 


July 15, 1819, the Savana, a little 
steamer of 360 tons, built by Robert 
Fulton in New York, made the pas- 
sage to Liverpool in twenty-nine days. 
Victoria was then a little more than 
2 years old. In 1840 the first Cunarder 
crossed the ocean. The young Queen’s 
reign was then a Httle more than three 
years old. September 15, 1830, while Vic- 
toria was in the schoolroom, George 
Stephenson ran his first locomotive 
from Liverpool to Manchester. Sixteen 
years before the Times newspaper had 
been first printed, November 28, 1814, on 
a power press, which printed one side 
at the rate of 1800 an hour. Morse, in 
1836, constructed the first telegraphic 
machine that would transmit thought 
at all. Im 1844, May 24, the young 
Queen’s birthday, Morse sent his first 
message between Baltimore and Wash- 
ington. In the year that Morse made 
his first success, 1836, Sir Rowland Hill 
began his agitation for penny postage. 
In 1842, two years before Masse knew 
his immortal invention was to live, 
Hill got his penny postage bill through 
Parliament. 

How these great names and great 
achievements crowd upon the mind. 
The printing press, the steamship, the 
locomotive, the telegraph all born al- 
most simultaneously with Victoria, or 
with her reign! The ‘‘Lady of the 
Lake” and “The Heart of Midlothian,” 
“Childe Harold” and “The Corsair,” 
“The Lays of Ancient Rome,” and the 
“History of the Middle Ages,” De 
Quincey’s Dssays and “Lectures on the 
Four Georges,’”’ “The Testimony of 


Rocks.” Tyndal’s ‘Conservation of 
Forces,” Herschel’s discoveries in as- 
tronomy, Faraday’s profound re- 


searches in chemistry, and Huxley’s 
in physiology, all coming like leaves 
on Valambrosia’s stream from. the 
newly-invented printing press, and all 
forcing their leaven into the life of 
the generation of Englishmen, who 
grew up with the young Queen! 
MORAL FORCES. 

Just in these opening years of the 
Queen’s life and reign appeared in the 
quiet shades of Oxford University, a 
young priest destined to shake English 
society morally, as the poets, historians 
and philosophers had shaken them 
mentally, and as the steamship, the 
locomotive, the telegraph and. the 
penny postage shook commercial and 
industrial England. The old fox-hunt- 
ing clergy were to go to the Limbo of 
things lost from earth where the old 
hand press had gone. Edward Boverie 
Pasey gathered around him Newman, 
Manning, Keble, and Hugh James 
Rose. He shook the church to its very 
foundations. They shook English so- 
ciety within and without the vehurch. 
They found many a Lady Clara Vere 
de Vere like the one Tennyson knew 
and wrote: 

I know you, Clara Vere de Vere. You pine 
among — halls and towers; 

The languid light of your proud eyes is weary 
of the rolling hours; 

And ys said to these 


sease, 
Are there no beggars at your gates, nor any 
poor about your lands? 
Oh! teach the orphan boy to read, and teach 
the orphan girl to sew. 

So came the reform poor laws and 
the repeal of the corn laws. So came 
sunny, ventilated, cleanly houses for 
the laboring classes of gland. 

William Ewart Gladstone went into 
Parliament in 1833, four years before 
Victoria became Queen. He was in 
public life until he passed away 4 year 
two ago. He was Victoria's senior 
by ten years. He was easily the prin- 
cipal one of those of whom Tennyson 
sings: 


sickening of a vague 
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By shaping some august decree. 
Which ' 
Broad based upon the people's will, 

And. compaseéd by the inviolate sea. 

Just as the Queen, was about to step 
upon. the throne gthe Chartist riots 
threatened to sha it from beneath 
her ‘feet. While she was still little 
skilled in statecraft came the war with 
Russia, and on the heels of that the 
great Sepoy rebellion in. India. 

It is to men like Gen. Roberts, the 

hero of Kanahar abroad, and Gladstone 
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at home, that tie: throne has been

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saved, broad-based*upon the people's 
willsand guarded by English valor, led 
by English brains. Elizabeth's glo- 
rious reign is scarcely less brilliant in 
literature, nor Ann’s “Military 
achievement. While in acience and the 
peaceful victories of science, no mon- 
archs reign can compare to this one. 

The Prince Consort in his lifetime, 
and the Queen still have been contem- 
plators of all these wonderful achieve- 
ments of their subjects in this wonder- 
ful era, rather than active partici- 
pators in any of it. But it is much to 
their praise that they always entered 
with enthusiasm even into the spirit of 
their time, and by all means encour- 
aged all that was best in its wonder- 
ful activities. 

There were no years nor periods bar- 
ren in this long reign. As Scott passed 
away Tennyson came on. As Macau- 
ley ceased to write, Greem went o 
with the work of penning English his- 
tory. When Miller and Lyell had lost 
their vigor, Darwin sprang into the 
vacant place with the strength of an 
intellectual giant. Mills and Buckle 
and Spencer kept the minds of their 
countrymen alert. Carlyle’s caustic 
pen prevented any void when De 
Quincey ceased to write. 

Over the arch of one of the great 
transepts in Westminster, where the 
once mighty men of England are buried, 
is this legend: “Here sleep the men 
who kept the world awake.”’ 

These men of the glorious reign of 
Victoria have certainly kept things 
pretty lively. It was said of Eliza- 
beth that she was not exactly great 


herself, but that she knew how to col- . | 


lect great men about her, and make 
them do her bidding. This is not quite 
true of Victoria. But she has insight 
into the character of great men. She 
has encouraged them to come to her, 
and she has put no obstacles in their 
way in reaching their great ends. 
Things are changed in 300 years, and 
the nowers exercised by Queen Bess 
would not be tolerated in Victoria. 
Those powers are now put in the hands 
of great men, who are the real govern- 
ors of England. G. W. BURTON. 


MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


The last symphony concert of the 
Season was given yesterday after- 
hoon, and its conspicuous artistic suc- 
cess was manifest evidence of what 
six months of steady training has done 
for the members of the orchestra. 
From first to last the work o Mr. 
Hamilton’s forces was smooth, spirited, 
compact, and its interpretation of each 
number on the programme was fully 
adequate to the requirements of the 
composition. 

The slight drag that usually mars 
the first number was less noticeable 
than at any concert of the series, for 
the musicians warmed to their work 
at once, and entered wellinto the spirit 
of Wagner in the excerpts from “Lo- 
hengrin.”” As there were two soloists, 
the recitative and aria from Weber's 
opera, Freischutz,”’ sung by Mrs. 
Genevra Johnstone-Bishop, was placed 
second on the programme. Mrs. Bishop 
was in good voice, and her singing was 
marked by the usual characteristics 
that distinguish her methods. After 
she had responded to an encore, Bruch’s 
“Scotch Fantaisie’ for violin and or- 
chestra, was played by Herr Arnold 
Krauss, in his best manner. In the 
adagio and andante movements, there 
was a rich, full, sympathetic quality 
of tone, and in the allegro and finale 
Herr Krauss’s masterly tedhnique was 
beautifully in evidence. A most cor- 
dial welcome was accorded this musi- 
cianly artist, and at the colse of his 
number, in response to enthusiastic and 
well-merited applause, Herr Krauss 
responded with Handel's’ delicious 
“Largo,” in which the dreamy thought- 
fulness, the dignified repose was treated 
with scholarly refinement and delicate 
tenderness.

SHE’S AFTER HIM. 


Attorney Brooks Says His Client’s 
life is in Danger. 


Attorney J. Marion Brooks said last 
night that the woman who recently 
arrived from Alsace, claiming to be 
the original wife of Theodore Bauer, 
the ex-champion wrestler, yesterday 
afternoon made threats against: the 
latter’s life. According to brooks, who 
is Bauer’s attorney, the woman called 
at his office early in the afternoon in 
an. excited frame of mind, but after a 
few words, was ejected by him. She 
then, he says, went to the office of 
Louis Schmidt, who sometimes acts as 
interpreter for Brooks, when he has a 
French or German client, where she 
made threats against Bauer's life. The 
woman had a photograph of the de- 
‘ceased Mrs. Bauer, which, it is alleged, 
she mutilated with a knife, and inti- 
mated that Bauer would meet the same 
fate. 

The woman whom Bauer claimed as. 
his wife died about a year ago, leaving 
an estate variously estimated to be 
worth between $50,000 and $75,000, 
which was left to Bauer. As the latter 
was considered incompetent to handle 
the property, Attorney Brooks had 
Chris Buckley appointed trustee of the 
estate, and Bauer receives a monthly 
income. At the time of Mrs. Bauer's 
death the estate was heavily mort- 
gaged, but the incumbrance was re- 
cently raised by the trustees. 

Attorney Brooks professes to believe 
that Bauer’s life is really in danger. 
He says that he will take steps this 
morning to have a complaint issued 
against the woman on a charge of mak- 
ing threats to kill, and have her placed 
under bonds to keep the peace.

POLICE COMMISSION MAY RE- 
VOKE TWO LICENSES. 


Official Reports as to Sunday Liquor 
Selling Filed With the Board, 
Inspection of Water 
Supply. 


Judge Campbell Peremptorily Cuts 
Down the Allowance of Mrs. Vin- 
cent, Who is Making a Good 
Fight for the Estate. 


LL. K. Daniel. Son of the President of 
the Board of Trade, Sues the 
Traction Company. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
has taken cognizance of the arrests 
at Sycamore Grove, Sunday, for al- 
leged violation of the Sunday liquor 
ordinances, and the holder of the 
Hicense at that place has been cited to 
appear before the board at its next 
meeting to show cause why his license 
should not be revoked. \ 

Unless the proprietor of the saloon 
at the Arcade Hotel can explain how 
it thappened that his barkeeper sold 
liquor last Sunday, his license will 
probably be revoked at the next meet- 
te the of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. 

A number of Councilmen and other 
@ity officials spent yesterday in the 
inspection of the source of the city’s 
water supply. 

Owners of lodging-houses to the num- 
@er of several hundred have filed a 
protest against the proposed ordinance 
licensing lodging-houses. 

No less than three damage suits have 
been filed against J. B. Lankershim, 
and in all cases the cause of complaint 
is identical and rather curious. It is 
contended that a tree was cut at the 
home place of the banker-capitalist, 
and it was permitted to lie in the street 
until the following day. All three of 
the complainants aver that in driving 
ast in the evening ;their horses ran 

to the fallen tree with bad results to 
both men and horses. 

Mrs. Grace Vincent is said to be 
an invalid of many years’ standing, 
but Judge Campbell has cut her allow- 
anee from the estate of her deceased 
husband, from $200 to $100 per month. 
The estate was inventoried at $19,879.77, 
and the various claims of the widow 
if they are all allowed, will leave only 
$4000 for division, and of this, too, she 
Will be entitled to a widow's share. 

Leroy K. Daniel, son of P. K. Dan- 
iel, president of the Board of Trade, 
is suing the Traction Company for 
$299.99 as compensation for damages 
averred to have been suffered by hav- 
ing been thrown from one of the com- 
pany'’s cars when turning a sharp 
curve on Bighth street. 

Judge Trask denied the writ of 
habeas corpus to Juanita Valdez, on

MAY REVOKE LICENSES. 


TWO MEN CITED TO APPEAR BE- 


FORE THE POLICE BOARD. 


Sycamore Grove Complained of by 
Property-orwners—Saloon Man at 
Arcade Hotel May Be Punished, 
Inspection of the Source of 
Water Supply—Protest Against 
Lodging-house License. 


All that saved S. E. Bisbee from the 
revocation of his restaurant liquor li- 
cense by the Board of Police Commis- 
gfoners yesterday morning was the fact 
that only three members of that board 
were present at the meeting. Mayor 
Baton was up the river inspecting the 
water system and Commissioner Goss 
was out of the city and the other three 
members preferred that a full board 
ghould share the responsibility of a 
revocation of license and they therefore 
deferred action until the next meeting, 
in the meantime citing Bisbee to ap- 
pear to show cause, if any exists, why 
fais license should not be revoked. The 
reason for this proposed revocation is 
that liquor was sold at Sycamore Grove, 
at which Bisbee has a restaurant liquor 
license, last Sunday, and that Bisbee 
and his bartender were arrested for 
selling without a regular license 

Commissioner Pascoe presided at the 
regular meeting of the Board of Police 
Commisisoners in the absence of the 
Mayor and soon after the opening of 
the session the following report’on the 
Bisbee case was presented. It is a re- 
port by Detective Flammer to Acting 
Chief of Police Roberts on the reasons 
for the arrest of Bisbee and his assist- 
ant: 

“T respectfully report to you the fol- 
lowing violation of the Sunday liquor 
ordinance: S. E. Bisbee holds a res- 
taurant ligense at Sycamore Grove for 
the purpose of ‘Sunday picnics.’ A full 
representation of the ‘mac’ element 
and their ‘ladies’ were gathered at the 
picnic held last Sunday, and dancing 
and drinking was the order of the day. 
At one side of the park is the so-called 
restaurant from which the walters 
brought the bottled beer and glasses, 
unaccompanied by any meal, except 
with an occasional ‘subterfuge.’ On an- 
other side a fully equipped bar-room 
with Bisbee and W. H. Packard tend- 
ing bar, sewing beer from the keg and 
serving ail kinds of liquor and cigars. 
They would keep the door closed and 
only permit such to enter.as were pro- 
nounced ‘O.K.’ There was no pretense 


of any lunch or meal whatever. Bisbee / 


and Packard were arrested, and the | 


beer kegs and other evidence brought 
to the siation and complaints for sell]- 


ing liquor without license filed against. 


both men on May 22.” 

G. W. Wadsworth, president of Occi- 
Gental College, appeared before the 
board and stated that the conduct of 
those who visited Sycamore Grove on 
Sundays was a disgrace to any com- 
munity. He referred to the influence 
such a place had upon the students of 
any educational institution, and asked 
Whether it was not possible that an 
end could be put to the drunken carou- 
Salis there. He said if it were necessary 
he could get a petition from all the pea. 
pie in that part of the city to close the 
place, and asked whether it would be 
mecessary for him to produce such a 

tition. He was informed that the 

ard would be glad to have such a 
Petition, as it would show the feeling 
mf the people who live in that vicinity. 
Commissioner Pascoe, on the showing 
mace by Mr. Wadsworth, favored the 
Smmediate revocation of the license of

Ahe place, and moved such a revocation. 
The other members, however, said it 
would be oniy fair to the propr/A gr 
to give him a chance to make such a 
defense as he was able t® make. It was 
therefore decided to defer action until 
the next meeting of the board, and to 
cite Bisbee go appear at that meeting. 
A delegation ‘wf e frem that part of 
the city wilh also be présent. 

If the license of Gus Polson, proprie- 
tor of a saloon in the Arcade Hotel, is 
not revoked at the next meeting of 
the Police Commission, it will be be- 
cause the commission does not care 
to enforce its own regulation’ with 
reference. to Sunday closing, and is 
willing to give that saloon keeper ‘“‘an- 
other chance to be good,” as the Mayor 
once expressed it with reference to the 
saloon men who were cited to appear 
for Sunday sales of liquor. The case 
against Polson was not sufficiently 
strong to secure a conviction in the 
courts, and it remains to be seen 
whether the commission will live up to 
its orders to the police to arrest all 
persons who are found selling liquor on 
Sunday. The case against Polson was 
brought before the commisson in the 
following report to Acting Chief Rob- 
erts from Patrolman Cox: 

“On May 21, at 8 a.m., I arrestéd Gus 
Polson for selling iquor on Sunday and 
in violation of the Sunday-closing ordi- 
nance. Mr. Polson is bartender for 
John Schneider, proprietor of the Ar- 
cade Hotel saloon. The Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney did not deem it advisa- 
ble to issue a complaint for the reason 
that my testimony could not be cor- 
roborated. The liquor was sold to two 
colored. porters of the railroad com- 
pany. I desire to call your attention to 
this as a violation of vy: ordinance.” 

Again, the absence of two members 
of the board prevented immediate ac- 
tion by that body, and in order that 
all the members might be present when 
the case is disposed of the charges in 
this case were laid over for one week. 
Polson was cited to appear before the 
board to show cause why his license 
should not be revoked. With refer- 
ence to this case one of the commis- 
sioners remarked: “I supose this man 
will appear and assert that he did not 
know what his barkeeper was doing, 
and that the sales of liquor were with- 
out his knowledge or consent. This 
excuse will not go with me. I remem- 
ber thet some timo sen we passed a 
resolution in which it was stated thet 
the owners of a license would be h 
responsible for what was done on their 
places. If Officer Cox makes good his 
— I will vote to revoke that license 
also,”’ 

The members of the commission 
later indulged in some discussion as to 
the failure of Cox to produce sufficient 
evidence of the sale of liquor to war- 
rant a conviction. The sentiment ex- 
pressed by them was that if he knew 
to whom the liquor was sold it would 
have been an easy matter for him to 
summon the negro porters as_ wit- 
nesses, and with their evidence secure 
a conviction. It was announced by 
one of the members that Cox will be 
called, upon to explain why he did not 
do this. 

The application of Wilson & Calvin 
for a transfer of the license of J. J. 
Coulter at No. 325 North Main street 
and E. E. Fancher for the transfer of 
the license of Joseph Belohlavek at No. 
808 Macy street, were granted on rec- 
ommendation of the officer who had 
investigated the matter. The latter 
license transfer had caused some’ 
trouble to the commission’ several 
weeks ago, John Clark having applied 
for the transfer, but his application 
was refused, owing to business compli- 
cations with a brewer. 

At the last meeting of the commis- 
sion H. J. Smith presented a bill for 
$18.50 against Robert Stewart, a mem- 
ber of the police force. It was re- 
ferred to the acting chief. and vyvester- 
day Stewart filed a statement that he 
would pay the bill on June 10. 

The application of Bust & Schwarz 
for a transfer of the license of .F. Ker- 
kow. deceased, at No. 310 South Spring 
street, was referred to the Chief for 
investigation.

EXAMINING THE HEADWORKS. 


City Officials Inspect the Source of 
Water Supply. 

Nearly all the members of the Coun- 
cil, Mayor Eaton, City Engineer Olm- 
sted, City Attorney Haas and Deputy 
City Attorney Hewitt, spent the en- 
tire day yesterday in inspecting the 
source of the city’s water supply. The 
party left the City Hall at 8 o'clock 
yesterday in two carriages, and drove 
up the San Fernando road and on up 
the river to the points at which the 
water is diverted from the river basin 
to the ditches and mains through 
which it is brought to the city. Mayor 
Eaton and City Engineer Olmsted were 
able to point out much of interest and 
importance which the members of the 
Council did not know, as both of them 
have made extensive studies of the 
water question as engineers. 

President Silver was unable to ac- 
company the party, but he was remem- 
bered by them. In a remote place in 
the woods near the headworks, some 
of the members of the party found an 
immense maul and brought it to the 
City Hall and presented it to President 
Silver as a gavel to be used in debate 
on the water question. It was pre- 
sented to him by the Mayor and Coun- 
cilmen Toll and Vetter. 


Protest from Lodging-houses. 
‘One of the most numerously-signed 
protests that has been presented for 
the consideration of the City Council 
in months was filed yesterday in the 
office of the City Clerk by the owners 
of lodging-houses in this city. It is 
against the proposition to license such 
places, as petitioned for recently by 
the Southern California Hotel Associa- 
tion. The protest simply recites that 
the signers thereof oppose the proposi- 
tion to charge such a Hcense, and then 
follow signatures covering three yards 
of paper. There are between 400 and 
500 names on the communication. 


Switchboard Received. 

City Blectrician Francis yesterday 
received the last of the switchboards 
for the new fire-alarm system, which 
was ordered recently from the Game- 
well Company of New York. The other 
boards have been battery boards, and 
that received yesterday is for the 
working of the entire fire-alarm: sys- 
tem. It is of @ design made by Mr. 
Francis himself to suit the conditions 
of this city, and is a most elaborate 
piece of work. It has been placed in 
position in the City Electrician's office.

“TRIPLET OF SUITS. 


J. B. LANKERSHIM SUED FOR DAM. 
AGES BY THREE PERSONS, 


A Tree Felled at the Home Place on 
Olive Street Allewed to Haw Im- 
peded Traffic and Acted as a 
Trap for Vehicles, 


J. B. Lankershim is face to face 
with a heap of trouble, and all be- 
cause a tree was cut down at his home 
place at Olive and Tenth streets. Asa 
result of this very simple procedure, 
three suits have been filed in the Town- 
ship Cdurt. 

Cc. M. Briggs and J. J. Lonergan 
each want $299.99 of Mr. Lankershim’s 
money,and William Murphy, the livery- 
man. desires to annex $96.50 from the 
coffers of the same gentleman, and the 
reason of it all is simply this: The 
plaintiffs, Briggs and Lonergan allege 
that on December 13 of last year they 
were seated behind a team of horses 
in a trap, and were driving along Olive 
street. about 8:30 o’clock in the even- 
ing. They were not aware that during 
the day a large pepper tree had been cut 
down on the Lankershim place, and 
after falling across the road, had been 
allowed to remain there. All the same 
the tree is alleged to have been there, 
but that in consequence of the dark- 
ness neither Briggs mor Lonergan 
could see it as it lay in such a posi- 
tion in the street to impede traffic. As 
a result it is averred that these plain- 
tiffs drove into the obstruction, the 
trap was overturned, the horses broke 
loose and ran away, and both:of the 
plaintiffs were thrown to the ground 
and injured. Briggs alleges that he 
paid out $10 for physician’s services, 
but his companion in trouble avers 
that he was laid up for ten days and 
expended $15 for medical attendance. 
For the sufferings of mind and body 
the plaintiffs claim $299.99 each. 

The third suit, brought by W. Mur- 
phy. is alleged to be for recovery,of an 
amount for actual damage wrought to 
the vehicle.of the plaintiff. Mr. Mur- 
phy avers that he was driving a car- 
riage past they Lankershim residence 
on the night of the 13th of last Decem- 
ber. and collided with the tree lying 
across the road. The carriage was 
broken, the horse injured, and the fol- 
lowing is averred to be a bill of the 
costs: Veterinary’s bill, $11: repairing 
the carriage, $15: for loss of the horse's 
services during twenty-seven days, $54. 
loss of the use of the carriage during 
eleven days. $16.50, making a grand 
a $96.50, for which judgment is 
asked. 


FAMILY ALLOWANCE. 


Mrs. G. Vincent Asserts Claim to the 
Estate Despite Her Invalidism. 
Mrs. Grace Vincent, widow of the 

late Levi B. Vincent of Santa Monica, 
appeared through her attorneys in the 
probate department yesterday to show 
cause why the family allowance here- 
tofore granted to her should not be re- 
duced. 

‘Levi B. Vincent died on November 

27, 1898, leaving an estate worth §$19,- 

879.77. Among those having interest 

in the estate were the widow, a niece, 

Cora V. Burke, and a brother of the 

deceased, Stephen C. Vincent. Against 

the estate claims were filed and al- 
lowed to the extent of $5940. The 
widow had a homestead valued at $3509. 

set aside for her use, and there is a 

suit now pending in court wherein she 

is seeking to have $5000 worth of bank 
stock impressed as a trust in her be- 
half. Personal property valued at $700 
also was turned over to the widow, and 
since last January she has been draw- 
ing $200 a month as family allowance. 
Altogether, if Mrs. Vincent’s suit goes 
through the court all right, there will 
be less than $4000 in the estate to divide 
among the heirs, she coming in for her 
share of that portion of the estate 
also. The other heirs protested. But 
there only seemed one point where pro- 
test would avail much, and that was 
in the matter of the family allowance. 

They opined that Mrs. Vincent might 

manage to worry along on a smaller 


sum than $200 a month, and Judge 
Campbell was of the same way of 
thinking when the matter was ex- 


plained to him yesterday. 

The court thought that if the allow- 
ance were cut in two the amount would 
still be a comfortable one, but it was 
explained that Mrs. Vincent was a 
confirmed invalid, and subject to epi- 
leptic attacks. For thirty years a niece 
has been taking care of her and living 
in the family, and no special salary 
was paid to her during that time, but 
a short time ago she, too, put in a 
claim against the estate for $2400 for 
the last two years of nursing. A short 
time ago the niece said that she would 
not remain with Mrs. Vincent longer. 
but a promise of $100 a month served 
as an inducement for her to remain. 
Her services were indispensable, the 
lawyers thought. and in such case the 
allowance 
court would be quite inadequate: 

Judge Campbell said that he thought 
that Mrs. Vincent must get a cheaper 
attendant, or persuade the niece to 
grade down her salary. Considering 
the amount of the estate, he thought 
$100 a very liberal amount for family 
allowance, and an order fixing that as 
the amount was entered. 


THE WRIT DENIED. 


Another Attempt to Be Made in the 
Case of Juanita Valdez. 

In the case of the application before 
Judge Trask for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus by Hugh J. Crawford, Esq., in be- 
half of the Mexican woman, Juanita 
Valdez, the application has been de- 
nied. A rather nice question of law 
is involved, and one which defendant's 
counsel intends to have decided on ap- 
peal, if the money is forthcoming 
with which to test the matter. 

Primarily, Judge Trask held that in 
this case a habeas-corpus petition 
would not lie, for the reason that the 
matter sought to be reached was really 
a review of the proceeding in the Po- 
lice Court, to which fexception was 
taken. The court. held that a habeas- 
corpus proceeding could not be made 
to serve the purposes of either a writ 
of error or a writ of review, and for 
that reason the application was neces- 
sarily refused, and the defendant re- 
manded back to the custody of the 
city police. At the same time the court 
touched upon, the rather difficult legal 
question involved, and thought that it 
ought to be determined in the proper 
Way on appeal. It is the system of 
passing what are called “‘floater’’ sen- 
tences that is being attacked in this 
case. The Valdez woman was arrested 
as a vagrant, and to the charge pre- 
ferred against her pleaded guilty. She 
was given what is popularly termed a 
“floater sentence;” that is, a time was 
set for sentence, and she was released 
upon the understanding that she would 
get out of the city. When the case 
was called in due time for sentence, 
the woman, of course, was not present, 
but the formality was gone through, 
and she was sentenced to forty days in 
the City Jail. A week ago Juanita 
Valdez appeared about the city again, 
and was immediately arrested and 
thrown into the City Jail. So soon as 
she showed herself again in Los An- 
geles the “floater,” or suspended sen- 
tence, became operative, and she was 
arrested to serve her term. Now the 
guestion has been raised as to whether 
this style of procedure is authorized by 


law. 
It is contended that-.-the -mere fact 
of a court stipulating with a defend- 


of $100-suggested by the 


ant that he or sie, as the case may be, 
may avoid puni@iment by leaving Los 
Angeles, is so contrary to the spirit of 
justice, which is supposed to be the 
very essence of the law, as to rob the 
whole proceeding of any consideration 
beyond ‘the mere technical construc- 
tion that may fairly be placed upon it 
by law. There is:a provision of the 
code that says that in cases of misde- 
meanor in the Superior Qourt, sen- 
tences may be passed in the absence of 
the defendant, but no corresponding 
provision is made for the police or jus- 
tices’ courts. With regard to them it 
is stated that the defendant must be 
present when the trial begins, and by 
the defendant's counsel in the present 
case it is contended that the sentence 
is the culmination and very focus of 
the trial, and consequently by an in- 
evitable inference the defendant is re- 
quired to be present, not only at the 
beginning, but throughout the trial. 
And furthermore, that if the law had 
designed that .the subordinate courts 
should have power to sentence defend- 
‘Ants in their absence, it would have 
been so specifically stated as in the 
case of misdemeanor cases in the Su- 
perior Court. 

For these and other reasons the ha- 
beas-corpus application of Juanita 
Valdez is of some importance, and if 
an appeal is taken to Judg Smith's de- 
partment the outcome will be eagerly 
scanned. There is one reason given 
in favor of the “floater’ system that 
is not altogether without weight. It 
is averred that when a_ respectable 
young man or woman in any way drifts 
from grace and falls into the clutches 
of the police, a suspended sentence 
gives the erring one a chance to re- 
trieve his orher position without hav- 
ing a court record rising up in judg- 
ment in the years to come. For in 
these cases no permanent record of 
the trial and sentence is made. In this 
way it is contended that after a first 
offense a defendant jis not irretriev- 
ably ruined, but mav again attain re- 
spectability without being handicapped 
by a police record. 


SECRETARY DANIEL’S svUIT. 
A Claim for Damages from the Los 
Angeles Traction Company. 
Leroy K. Daniel, son of P. M. Daniel, 
president of the Pacific Crockery and 
Tinware Company, and prominent in 
the Board of Trade, has a grievance 
against the Los Angeles Traction Com-: 
pany, which is being ventilated in 
egy Trask’s department before a 
ury. 


It is alleged, and the fact itself is not 
denied that on July 13, 1898, Mr. Daniel 
who is the secretary of the company 
of which his father is the president, 
tumbled off the doefendant compa- 
ny s cars at the corner of Eighth and 
Valencia streets. He contended yes- 
terday while upon the witness stand 
that his sudden: descent was owing to 
the carelessness of the motorman, who 
did not slow up as had been the custom 
upon turning the cruve. The plaintiff 
alleged that sche was standing on the 
rear platform of the car with his back 
against the door engaged in smoking 
a cigarette, when the car’ sharply 
rounded the corner at a rate of speed 
utterly inconsistent with his ability 
to retain his foothold. 

Mr. Daniel avers that he was se- 
verely bruised and wounded, and that 
for four days he was laid up by rea- 
son of the injuries he sustained.» For 
the anguish, both of mind and body, 
that he endured, he asks the court to 
award him as compensation $299.99 of 
the Traction Company’s money. 

But the defendant company avers 
that the accident by which Mr. Daniel 
suffered injury, if he did so suffer in- 
jury, was the result of contributory 
negligence on his part, and that the‘ 
servants of the company were running 
the car in the usual way.

In due time. however, it 
developed that any such search would 
be useless as the Traction Company 
is not organized under the“aws of this 
State at all, but under those of the 
State of Illinois. The development of 
that fact made it incumbent upon the 
plaintiff to amend his complaint. 
~ The suit now being tried is on ap- 
peal from the Justice Court. It was: 
first tried before Justice Morgan and 
a jury, and resulted in a verdict be- 
ing returned for the defendant com- 
pany. From the decision then rendered 
the appeal was taken by the plaintiff. 


McMAHON’S SENTENCE AFFIRMED. 


Supreme Court Thinks the High- 
way Robber Properly Served. 
The judgment of the trial court in 
the -case of Dan McMahon, convicted 
of the crime of robbery in the criminal

AT THE END OF HIS ROPE 


FORGER HOCHSTADTER JERKED 
UP AT SEATTLE, WASH. 


Him and He May not Be‘Brought 


Here to Answer for Swindling 
8S. Baer. 


E. Hochstadter, alias George F. 
Lewis, for whom the local police have 
been looking since May.9, has appar- 
ently reached the end of hfs tether at 
last. The fellow was arrested in Seattle 
Monday, but he is wanted so badly 
elsewhere that he will probably not be 
brought back to Los Angeles to be 
tried for his alleged wrongdoing here. 

Hochstadter is reputed to be one of 
the smoothest forgers and confidence 
workers in the country, although his 
work, in respect to its sameness, at 
least, is decidedly coarse. During his 
recent visit to this city he caught an 
easy sucker in the person of H. S. 
Baer, a wine merchant, at No. 453 
South Spring street. Baer. accommo- 
datingly cashed a forged draft for $300 
at Hochstadter’s request, after an ac- 
quaintance of only a few days. For that 

very anxious to la an on th 
aforesaid Hochstadter. 

Although Hochstandter’s work is 
coarse, as already intimated, Baer is 
hardly to be blamed for being caught. 
Probably nine business men out of 
every ten would have taken the bait in 
the same manner, but the moral is none 
the less pertinent: Beware of cashing 
checks or drafts for strangers. 

Mr. Baer’s undoing, according to his 
Own sworn statement, was accom- 
plished in the following manner: 

On April 26 last, George Simon of 
San Francisco introduced Hochstadter 
to Baer, as a New York capitalist, who 
was in Los Angeles for his health. 
Hochstadter cultivated Baer’s acquaint. 
ance and soon informed the wine mer- 
chant that he had a sick mother in New 
York to whom he desired to send some 
wine for medicinal purposes Mr. Baer 
had some old California port that was 
just the right stuff. On May 2 the al« 
leged New York eapitalist purchased 
eighteen gallons of the wine which 
he had consigned to his alleged ad- 
dress in New York. The price was $38, 


and in payment Hochstadter flashéd a 


draft for $300 on the Fourth Nation 

Bank of New York. The draft bore ne 
signature of Simon Borg, and was 
seemingly certified by the cashier of 
the bank named. To all appearances 
the draft was genuine and worth its 
face value. Mr. Baer unhesitatingly ac- 
cepted it, and tendered Hochstadter his 
check on a local bank for $262, the dif- 
ference between the face of the draft 
and the price of the wine. Of course 
Hochstadter promptly had the check 
cashed; then he left for parts un- 
known. Baer deposited the draft with 
his banker, and it was sent on to New 
York for collection. In due couse of

t was not until May 9 tha 
learned that he had been suiniod’ ae 
at once communicated his misfortune 
to the police and a warrant for the 
arrest of Hochstadter on the charge of 
obtaining money by false pretenses 
was sworn out. Circulars embellished 
with Hockstadter’s photograph and of- 
fering a reward of $25 for his arrest 
were sent broadcast, although every 
precaution was taken by the detective 
department to prevent information of 
the affair from getting into the news- 
papers. It was not until after the 
news leaked out, however. and was 
published far and wide that the swin- 
dier was apprehended, again proving 
that publicity is an aid rather than a 
hindrance to bringing law-breakers to 

ut it is doubtful whether Hochstad- 
ter will be brought back to Los Angeles 
to answer for his wrongdoing here. He 
is wanted for offenses of the same kind 
elsewhere, and the Iowa officials ap- 
pear to have the call on him. It is 
probable, therefore, that the $25 reward 
offered in the name of Chief of Police 
Glass will not have to be paid. 

Hochstadter, alias Lewis. was ar- 
rested in Seattle for passing a fdérged 
check or draft on a hotel proprietor 
for $50.. Owing to the publicity given 
to his operations through the press, 
the Seattle police readily identified him 
as a fugitive wanted in California and 
Iowa, for the same kind of trickery 
practiced in Seattle. The local police 
were notified of the arrest Monday 
afternoon, and a warrant was at once 
telegraphed to Seattle for his deten- 
tion until an officer from this city 
should arrive with requisition papers 
for his extradition to California. Dep- 
uty District Attorney Willis at once 
set about the preparation of the neces- 
sary papers, but yesterday morning a 
telegram was received from Seattle, 
stating that the Iowa authorities had 
made a demand for the prisoner and 
that an officer would leave Des Moines 
at once with a requisition for his trans- 
fer to that State, where he is alleged 
to have obtained $150 by means of a 
forged draft. The distance from Des 
Moines to Seattle is considerably 
shorter by rail than from Los Ange- 
les to Seattle. In view of this fact, 
with the probability that the Iowa 
officer would get there first and be 
given possession of the prisoner, it 
was decided yesterday not to send an 
officer from here, unless it should de- 
velop that the Iowa authorities have 
waived their claims to the culprit. 

A peculiarity of Hockstadter’s opera- 
tions is that he travels about the 
country under but two names, his true 
name. Hochstadter and his alias, 
George F. Lewis. He has borne. these 
names for years, and the name he 
forges to bogus drafts is invariably 
that’ of Simon Borg. Through this 
sameness of names his work is coarse, 
and the wonder is that he has not 
been tripped up oftener. As related in 
The Times several days ago, he was 
in jail at Tucson, Ariz., as long ago as 
1885 or ’86 for forgery, and was arrested 
in this city on suspicion in January, 
1891, but was released and warned to 
leave ‘the city after a brief detention. 
During his last visit he was accom- 
panied by a red-headed woman. Se- 
attle dispatches do not state whether 
she accompanied him to that city. 

George Simon, who introduced Hoch- 
stadter to H. S. Baer, is a reputable 
business man of San Francisco. He 
was deceived by Hochstadter, and has 
at no time been suspected of collusion. 
It is alleged that Simon introduced the 
swindler to his (Simon’s) own father, 
who is a bank director in-San Fran- 
cisco. and that Hochstadter “touched” 
the elder Simon for a snug amount.

Sugar was the 
center of interest in the market, and re- 
bounded quite strongly from the early pres- 
sure, together with the affiliated glucose 
stocks. But realizing took off all the early 
gain, and left it at the last five points be- 
low the highest and near the lowest point 
of the day. The drop in Sugar was accom- 
panied by a strong rally in the New York 
municipal stocks, Consolidated Gas, Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn Transit and Metropolitan 
rising from two to four points. This con- 
current movement in the leading specialties 
gave quite an appearance of strength to the 
market for a time, and their stocks gained 
in the upward movement.

PASADENA. 


FRATERNITY HALL BUILDING TO 
BE ERECTED SOON. 


Donation of Rock for Street Im- 
provements—City Trustees Have 
not Engaged a Solicitor of Water 
Stock Yet—Proposed New Hall 
for Maccabees. 


PASADENA, May 23.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Matthew Slavin has had plans made 
for a fine brick block on the west side of 
North Fair Oaks avenue, between Colorado 
and Union streets, and would like to finish 
an up-to-date fraternity hall in the upper 
story. His architect has prepared a design 
for a stunning suite of apartments for th2 
Maccabees, which will be discussed by the 
tent at ite noxt meeting. The Maccabees now 
are tenants of Odd Fellows’ Hall, but some 
of the more enthusiastic members would like 
to have a hall of their own. The old wheel 
horses, however, are disposed to move slowly 
in such an undertaking, on account of the 
increased éxpense. Tha matter was infor- 
mally considered last evening. Much interest 
has been aroused, and there will be a lively 
debate pro and con when the question comes 
up for a vote. The block will be erected 
whether the Maccabees engage the qllarters or 
nol. 
GENEROUS OFFER. 

Cc. B. Scoville and the Messrs. Campbell- 
Jobnston have generously offered, through 
the Better Roads Society, to. jointly give 
enough bluestone in cape oe on the wes. 
side of the Arroyo to surface South Orange 
Grove avenue. This public-spirited act is a 
long step toward a big improvement. Officers 
of the Better Roads Society say it is their 
ambition to secure the best road possible from 
Columbia street on the south along Orange 
Grove to Colorado street, and out Colorado 
to the eastern city iimits. They believe that 
beautiful and servicable roads can be built 
in this city without the expensive rock foun- 
dation found necessary in the East, giving 
substantially all the benefits of a macadam 
yoad at a lessened cost. They have been mak- 
ing inquiries among residents of Orange Grove 
avenue, and are convinced that these abuttors 
will favor such an improvement. They have 
been consulting with the City Trustees and 
hope that steps toward the improvement may 
be taken in the early fall and the work may 
be completed immediately arter the heavy 
rains. 

MUNICIPAL WATER CAMPAIGN. 

The City Trustees today devoted consider- 
able time to forwarding their scheme for the 
acquirement of the present water plants by 
the city. They have Yeceived so much en- 
couragement from individual stockholders 
that they are confident that their plan for get- 
ting hold of a majority of the shares will be 
accomplished. ‘‘We believe it will go through, 
and go easily,’’ said Trustee ponbins tonight. 
There will be no delay. The canvass for the 
stock will be commenced as soon as the right 
man to solicit it has been secured. The Trus- 
tees have been in conference with a number 
of gentlemen fitted to do this important work, 
but have not yet engaged anybody. 

The answer of the West Side Water Com- 

ny to the interrogatories put by the City 

rustees Was received today, and is more fa- 
vorable in its language than the reply of the 
Bast Side Company. The West Side directors 
gay in effect: ‘‘We will sell our system to 
‘ city at a fair cash valuation, with the ap- 
proval of our stockholders, subject to the 
rights of South Pasadena, and provided that 
territory outside of the city limits shall con- 
tinue to be supplied with water as now; and, 
as municipal ownership in Pasadena is un- 
derstood to mean a largely increased supply 
of water, our company will Insist on such ad- 
ditional supply being secured before trans- 
ferring its rights to the city, or at least that 
the two acts be concurrent. We are not pre- 
pared to name a price now, but will proceed 
to make one when your honorable body shall 
express a desire to acquire the property on 
the terms mentioned.’’ The City Trustees will 
continue negotiations with this company in a 
friendly spirit. They received today offers 
from L. B. Palmer to sell lands on South Fair 
Oaks, alleged to be water-bearing, for $1600.

Accused of Killing Dan Canahan 
in a Barstow Saloon—Suit Over 
Water Rights—Oll Sprinkling on 
County Roads. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 23.—[Regular 
Correspondence.} The trial of Chfrles 
Grimes, charged with killing D. C. Cana- 
han at Barstow, began this morning in De- 
partment Two of the Superior Court, Judge 
Smith of Los Angeles presiding.

Many Applicants for the Hand of a 
Mexican Saint. 
HERMOSILLO (Mex.,) May 22.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] .Some malicious person or 
practical joker has been taking liberties 
with the name of one whom the Northern 
Mexicans hold in but a degree less reverence 
than they do the Virgin Mary. March 2, as 
a telegram from Wichita, Kan., in the St. 


Louis Republic, appeared the following 
item: ‘Fred George, a wealthy miner of 
Mina Prietas, Sonora, Mex., says that 


Maria Teresa Urea, priestess and ruler cf 
the Yaqui Indians in the Batuco Mountains, 
offers $10,000 and the rulership of 5000 Indi- 
ans to any American who will marry her. 
Her photograph shows her to be handsome.”’ 

There such an individual as Maria 
Teresa Urea, though she is not a priestess, 
nor is she ruler of the great Yaqui tribe. 
She is a soriaking. modest maid, about 24 
years of age, of ordinary Mexican parentage, 
and with no great degree of education. Of 
the world she knows little. It is doubtful if 
she has ever traveled on a railroad train. 
Her longest‘journey, about 200 miles, was 
made on horseback. For two years she was 
exiled from Mexico, by order of the govern- 
ment, because of fear of danger to the 
state from the throng of religious enthusi- 
asts gathered about her. 
she spent with her parents at San Pedro, on 
the upper Gila, in eastern Arizona. There. 
as to a shrine, flocked a multitude, mainly 
Spanish-speaking, for she was called ‘“‘Santa 
Teresa.’’ A touch of her hand is believed 
to be a cure for every mortal evil, and a 
prayer of intercession to be a passport to 
Paradise. She avoided towns and publicity, 
yet with serene confidence in her own di- 
vinely-given power never refused audiences 
to the afflicted of whatever race. Theu- 
sands kneeled at her feet.. Under her hands 
the blind saw and the lame threw away 
their crutches. She only said she healed 
through the favor of the mother of Jesus. 
and told of visions of sepaphic forms. Gifts 
she usually refused; if accepted they were 
usually turned over to the poor, of whom 
there was ever a plenty at hand. : 

She is now, as the item correctly states, 
in Sonora, in an obscure mountain Village, 
released from the disfavor of the state. 
Though bands of fanatics have rioted while 
calling her name as a battle ery, it has 
been found the gentle senorita has ever 
been a counsellor of peace, and of submis- 
sion to authority. She reigns, it is true, but 
rejects all temporal power. She has had 
suitors, but has told them she considers 
Herself a bride of heaven, already wedded 
to immertality. 

This is the being for whom some im- 
peter seeks a husband, for the alleged min- 
ng man at Wichita is a fake. here is a 
Fred George at Minas Prietas, but he has 
not been east for years, and he knows little 
as well, of Santa Teresa. He is receiving 
letters by the score from Americans desirous 
of wedding the priestess, thus to become 
ruler of a savage nation.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT OVER THE 
NEW PLACER DIGGINGS. 


Gold Coming Up and Miners Going 
Down to the Fields—Prepara- 
tions for the Fiesta at Tia 
Juana. 


SAN .DIEBGO;—-May 23.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A letter received in this city 
yesterday from Ensenada states that the 
excitement there is intense over the new 
placer diggings in the Santa Clara Moun- 
tains. The steamer Pacheco leaves there 
tomorrow afternoon for Ascension Day, the 
nearest point on the coast to the camp, 
and ‘will have a full load of freight and 
passengers, some burros and mules. All who 
come to San Quentin and Ensenada confirm 
the reports of the wonderful richness of the 
camp. Gold is found at from six inches to 
two feet from the surface, all very coarse. 
The schooner Santa Barbara will return in 
a few days and will bring back an cxact re- 
port of the diggings. The location of the 
camp on the map is fifteen or twenty miles 
north of the 27th parallel, and about the 
same distance west of the ilith degree of 
longitude. 

A considerable quantity of the gold was 
brought to this city yesterday. Allan Fraser 
of Los Angeles brought up $8000 in bullion, 
seventy-two ounces were received by the 
Blochman Banking Company, and Simon 
Levi received about sixty ounces. The gold 
is about .982 fine. Miners and other men in 
this city are taking considerable interest 
in the new diggings, and it is probable that 
the-St. Denis will have a big passenger list 
tonight of men bound for the new camp. 
party of Escondido men are arranging to 
charter a echooner to go down to Ascension 
Bay. The schooner Anita will sail later 
in the week for the nearest point to the 
placers. 

AFFAIRS OF THE CITY. 

A large amount of routine business was 
transacted by the City Council at its meet- 
ing last night. The report of the committee 
on the consolidation of the offices of plumb- 
ing spector and sewer inspector was taken 
up, and after being discussed was referred 
back to the committee, with instruction to 
investigate all departments of the city and 
report og the advisability of retrenchment. 
The recommendation of the Street Commit- 
tee that the city be divided into five dis- 
tricts, in each of which an overseer of 
streets should be appointed was filed, after 
somo discussion. The Vidette was awarded 
the city printing for the next two years. 
An ordinance was adopted requiring runners 
for hotels, boarding-houses and lodging- 
houses to wear badges and to pay a quar- 
terly license of $2.50. 


THE MEXICAN FIESTA. 


The Chamber of Commerce Executive Com- 
mittee, which was appointed to arrange for 
the entertainment of visitors to this city 
during the National Educational Association 
meetings in Los Angeles in July, met last 
night and made further plans for the Mex- 
ican fiesta to be held at Tia Juana. A 
letter was received from Gov. Sanguines of 
Lower California expressing thanks for an 
invitation received and signifying his inten- 
tion of being present at the fiesta if circum- 
stances will permit: Prof. E. H. Coffee was 
authorized to extend an invitation to Mr. 
Baranda, secretary of public instruction in 
the City of Mexico, to be present at Tia 
Jnana during the visit of the American 
teachers.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Crazy O’Conner Enlivens the Santa 
Ana Jalil. 

SANTA ANA, May 23.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Crazy John O’Conner struck 
Santa Ana yesterday in his usual rounds. 
He had been in to but a little while un- 
til he ran amuck, and the Marshal had him 
in tow. It was then that the real fun be- 
gan. O'Conner claims to have been a yic- 
tim of the Johnstown flood, and to be deaf 
and dumb. He has‘a habit of showing his 
temper very badly when alms are refused 
him, and yesterday when the officer took 
him in charge he became violent. It required 
several men to land him in the County Jail, 
and when once behind the prison bars he 
became furious. He glared at the jailer 
through the bars like a demon, and rushed 
at him like a mad bull at a red rag, but 
the stout iron bars brought him .up sud- 
denly to a realization of his condition, and 
he shrieked with rage. The jailer sent for 
the straight jacket, and with the agssist- 
ance of four other men, finally succeeded 
in getting the crazy fool into it, and ap- 
parently securely tied, but in less than 
twenty minutes after he was again left 
alone in the cell he was out of the jacket 
tnd was again charging at the jailer 
through the bars. The leather muffler was 
then brought in and securely fastened about 
the crazy’s wrists. This greatly incensed 
him, and he vainly tried to free himself 
Periodically he would resume his charging 
at the jailer, so in addition to his being 
muffled he was finally shackled, and then 
he began to realize that he wasn’t as crazy 
as he thought he was, and that the jailer 
was evidently onto his job. Today he had 
apparently recovered his senses, and was 
behaving himself so well that the officers 
decided to wait a few days before bringing 
him before a board of medical examiners 
to decide as to his sanity. 

O’Conner is an imposter of the smoothest 
kind. He has been in this city several 
times within the past several years, and has 
been in almost every county jail in the 
State. He can hear and can talk. This 
fact was substantiated when he was in the 
County Jail here less than two years ago, 
and yet he has been permitted, through his 
clever deception, to impose upon the public 
of Southern California for years. Recently 
he has manifested such violence when re- 
fused aid that he is thought to be insane. 
It is said that he has accumulated a for- 
tune by his deception. He carried a printed 
card with him, with the names of Dr. Wil. 
Hiams and Dr. Cheng, upon it, attached to 
a statement to the effect that pe is on his 
way to senting. Cal., to see his brother 
and sister; that he bad suffered for six 


years in St. Luke’s Hospital at Pittsburgh, 
as a result of the terrible rush of water at 
the Johnstown’ flood. The fact that the 
bearer of the card has visited this city 
every year for the past five years in finding 
his brother and sister at San Diego (not 
Santiago,) is evidence to the public here 
that he is a bum and an imposter. 
ELECTRIC LIGHT BID ACCEPTED. 

The board of City Trustees at their meet- 
ing Monday evening accepted the bid of 
Belmont Perry of this city for an electric 
light and power franchise under certain 
conditions to be imposed by the board.

Two Water Companies Want City 
Patronage—Golf Links. 

LONG BEACH, May 23.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Two water companies are bid- 
ding for the city’s patronage, and the ques- 
tion of municipal ownership of a water sup- 
ply system is receiving more than common- 
place attention. The Bouton Water Com- 
pany, through its attorney, T. BD. Gibbon, 
submitted to the Trustees at a meeting 
held last week a proposition to put in a 
twenty-four-inch main, which would pro- 
vide sufficient water for the whole city, and 
under a pressure sufficient to reach the 
tops of the highest buildings. Certain pro- 
visions for compensation to the company 
were stated. At the meeting of the board 
Monday evening Mr. Gibbon presented an 
alternative proposition to thé éffect that 
the company would lay a twenty-four-inch 
main if the city would agree for a period of 
twenty years to take therefrom the water 
necessary for street sprinkling, and for use 
at the schoolhouses at the same rate for 
water service as fixed by the board from 
year to year under the law requiring the 
governing bodies of municipalities to pre- 
scribe rates of water supply, the Bouton 
company to receive not more than 3 cents 
per 1000 gallons, and the contract to ter- 
minate if the city becomes the possessor of 
a water supply plant. 

Mr. Gibbon. called attention to the fact 
that his company has a franchise from the 
city, while e Long Beach Development 
Company, which also supplies water here, 
to th

Preparations for Entertainment of 
Visiting Teachers. 

The local Executive Committee of the 
National Educational Association held 
tts usual weekly meeting at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce last evening.

MET A VIOLENT DEATH, 


FATAL ACCIDENT BEFALLS AN EL 
MONTE RANCHER. 


B. F. Maxson Struck by a Southern 
Pacific Train Near Shorb, Sus- 
taining Injuries Which Proved 
Fatal a Few Hours Later. 


B. F. Maxson, one of the most promi- 
nent walnut-growers in Southern Cali- 
fornia, died in the Receiving Hospital 
at 8:05 o’clock yesterday evening, as 
the result of injuries received by being 
struck by a Southern Pacific train a 
few hours earlier, while driving from 
this city to his home at El Monte. 

About half-way between the city 
limits and Shorb’s Junction, the high- 
way to El Monte crosses the railroad. 
At this crossing the train overtook the 
buggy containing Mr. Maxson and Mr. 
Warner, both hard of hearing. 

Maxson, who was driving, evidently 
did not hear the train, nor see it until 
he was within a few feet.of the-eress- 
ing, when he suddenly whipped up his 
horse and tried to cross the track in 
front of the oncoming train. 

The effort was too late. The locomo- 
tive struck the horse broadside and tore 
him from the vehicle. The animal was 
killed outright. The detached buggy 
was upset and broken, and the occu- 
pants were hurled to the ground with 
great violence. Warner escaped with 
a few bruises, but Maxson sustained a 
severe fracture of the skull. and his 
right collar bone was broken and 
driven into the lungs, causing an in- 
ternal hemorrhage, from the effects of 
which he died a few hours later. 

The engineer had put on the brakes 
as soon as he saw Maxson attempt 
to cross the tracks ahead of the en- 
gine, but the momentum was so great 
that the disaster occurred before the 
train could be stopped. The injured 
man and his companion were taken 
aboard the train to Shorb’s, where they 
were transferred to the Monrovia local, 
westward bound. The latter train was 
met at the Arcade Depot by the police 
ambulance, which conveyed the patient 
to the Receiving Hospital. Police Sur- 
geon Hagan saw, after a brief exam- 
ination, that-the man’s life could not 
be saved. If the wound in the ¢hest 
had not killed him, the one on the 
head probably would have been suffi- 
cient of itself to produce death, though 
not so quickly. 

Maxson never regained consciousness 

after he was struck, but was gradually 
suffocated by the blood which fluxed 
his lungs. One of his daughters and 
her husband, A. C. Drake, who came 
in from El Monte as soon as they 
hea the news, were with him when 
he d. C¢C. M. Smith of the Western 
Iron Works, who is a distant relative 
of the family, was also present when 
the end came. 
‘ At the request of the relatives the 
body was removed to Paul’s undertak- 
ing parlors in East Los Angeles to be 
prepared for burial. The Coroner will 
probably hold an inquest over the re- 
mains today. 

The only witness of the accident 
who could be seen yesterday evening 
was the man, Warner, but he was 
so dazed that he could not tell how 
it happened, except that he made the 
positive statement that Maxson 
whipped up his horse to cross the track 
when it was too late. Warner is very 
deaf, and says he did not hear or 
= the train until it was right upon 
them. 


The presumption. that 
Maxson, who was also afflicted with 
deafness, did not observe the train, 


either, until it was too late, and in 
the excitement of the moment urged 
his horse forward instead of reining 
him in. 

B. F. Maxson was 58 years old, and 
had lived at El Monte for some years, 
where he owned one of the best walnut 
orchards in the county. He is said to 
have been worth about $150,000. His 
wife, who is afflicted with consump- 
tion, has been near the point of death 
for several weeks, and is not expected 
to survive the shock of her husband’s 
violent taking off. Besides the widow, 
there are five children in the bereaved 
family—one son and four daughters. 


Still Boyle Heights. 


The Ninth Ward Development Asso- 
ciation and citizens of Boyle Heights 
met last night at Korbel Hall, Presi- 
dent Stephen C. Hubbell in the chair, 
for the purpose of considering the ad- 
visability of changing the name of 
Boyle Heights. After considerable dis-

W. H. Workman, T. W. Drain, M. T.

Hubbell in favor of retaining the 
name of Boyle Heights, and M. C. 
Neuner, Mr. Schlosser and F. Layng in 
favor of the change, a vote was taken, 
which resulted in three votes for the 
change and thirty-nine vote# in favor 
of retaining the name of Boyle Heights. 


Pleadings in Milk Cases. 


Justice Morgan yesterday overruled 
the demurrers to the complaint in the 
impure-milk cases which have been 
pending in his court since last week. 
He also denied the motion to dismiss. 
H. Miki, one of the defendants, imme- 
diately emtered a plea of guilty and 
expressed a willingness to appear to- 
morrow for sentence. Warner end 
Peterson, two other defendants, pleaded 
not guilty, and demanded jury trials, 
but as they had already waived the 
jury privilege, the demand was denied. 
The remaining defendants have not yet 
decided how they will plead, but it 
is expected that most of them will 
say not guilty, and fight the case to a 
finsh on the grounds of the invalidity 
of the ordinance.
